THE  GOVERNORS  OF  THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  NEW  YORK  HOSPITAL  RESPECT- 
FULLY PRESENT  THEIR  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  THE 
ESTABLISHMENTS  UNDER  THEIR  CHARGE. 

The  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  continue 
to  hold  and  manage  two  distinct  and  large  establishments — the 
Hospital,  on  Broadway,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  for  the  treat- 
ment of  medical  and  surgical  patients,  and  the  Asylum  for  the  recep- 
tion of  the  insane,  at  Bloomingdale,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Central 
Park. 

The  following  abstract  statement  shows  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures from  all  sources  and  on  all  accounts,  under  their  respective 
heads,  during  the  year  1866,  all  bills  and  demands  for  current 
expenses  of  the  Hospital  and  Asylum  having  been  settled  in  full  to 
the  close  of  the  year. 
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The  financial  condition  of  this  Corporation  on  the  31st  December, 
1866,  stands  thus,  as  compared  with  that  on  the  31st  December, 
1865.

THE  HOSPITALS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Dvuing  the  past  year  no  change  in  the  internal  management  or 
general  administration  of  the  Hospital  has  been  made.  Under  a  new 
contract  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
the  rate  of  board  of  sick  seamen  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  United 
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States  Hospital  Fund,  has  been  raised  from  86  to  §7  per  week.  The 
general  rate  for  other  patients,  able  to  contribute  towards  their  own 
support,  remains  at  $6  per  week  for  male,  and  $5  for  female  patients. 
The  highest  rate  for  board  mentioned  is  much  less  than  the  present 
actual  average  cost  of  each  patient,  exclusive  of  any  charge  for 
medical  or  surgical  aid,  or  any  estimate  for  the  rent  or  cost  of  build- 
ings or  grounds.  Persons  suffering  from  injuries  or  acute  diseases 
requiring  immediate  relief,  are  received  and  treated  gratuitously  if 
unable  to  make  compensation. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  as  medical  or  surgical  patients  during  the  year 
1866  was  2,645,  less  by  about  one-fifth  than  the  number  of  patients 
treated  the  previous  year.  The  average  daily  number  has  been  226. 
During  the  last  year  the  number  of  weeks  occupied  in  the  Hospital 
by  patients  received  gratuitously  was  8-^  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
time  occupied  by  the  several  classes  of  patients,  a  marked  decrease 
on  the  average  of  former  years. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1865,  was  243,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  1866,  2.

Deducting  these  95  cases  as  above,  the  number  of  other  deaths 
was  188. 

The  practice  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  presents  the  follow- 
ing results : — The  number  of  weeks  occupied  by  diseased  seamen 
was  62  ^  per  cent,  in  proportion  to  the  other  classes,  against  44  ^ 
in  the  year  1865.  Of  the  whole  number  of  patients  under  actual 
treatment  IOjVo  per  cent,  died;  or,  taking  the  ratio  of  mortality  on 
all  discharged,  as  is  done  in  some  similar  statistics,  Ui0%  per  cent, 
died.  Of  the  deaths  48  j5,,0,,  per  cent,  were  surgical  cases,  and  51  !50°0  per 
cent,  medical.  The  amount  of  cures  out  of  the  number  discharged, 
including  deaths,  shows  a  proportion  of  63  j5000  per  cent,  discharged 
cured,  exclusive  of  about  2012o5o  per  cent,  more  discharged  as  relieved 
for  the  time. 

Of  the  cases  under  treatment  in  1866,  1,231  were  surgical,  and 
1,234  medical — being  about  50  per  cent,  of  each  class.  On  all  cases 
treated,  deducting  the  95  cases  of  sudden  deaths,  the  proportion  of 
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deaths  was  about  21-0''0  of  surgical  to  about  15  per  cent,  of  medical 
cases.  The  increased  proportion  of  deaths  of  medical  patients  was 
due  partly  to  the  largely  increased  proportion  of  sick  seamen  arriv- 
ing from  Southern  ports,  and  the  large  number  of  patients  admitted 
during  the  month  of  July  suffering  from  sunstroke  ;  the  majority  of 
whom  were  in  a  helpless  condition  when  brought  to  the  Hospital. 
Of  the  1,231  surgical  cases  of  the  last  year  532  were  from  injuries 
arising  from  sudden  casualties. 

An  analysis  hereto  annexed  sets  forth,  in  tabular  form,  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Hospital  in  respect  to  these  several  classes  of  patients, 
and  also  to  other  matters  of  interest.     (See  page  32.) 

The  Hospital  Library,  now  rich  in  its  special  department,  contains 
7,717  volumes,  of  which  93  have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 
The  Governors  recommend  this  library  to  the  public  as  an  excellent 
depository  for  the  preservation  of  aU  reports,  statistics,  pamphlets, 
&c,  on  medical  subjects,  or  relating  to  the  public  health. 

The  Pathological  Cabinet,  now  well  arranged  in  a  spacious  and 
connnodious  out-building,  continues  to  receive  the  fostering  care  of 
the  Governors.  Formed  from  the  remarkable  cases  of  morbid 
anatomy  which  occurred  in  the  practice  of  the  Hospital,  and  receiv- 
ing additions  from  other  sources,  it  has  increased  regularly  and 
rapidly  in  extent,  variety,  and  value,  for  the  purposes  of  science  and 
professional  instruction,  and  is  consulted  with  great  advantage.  It 
is  under  the  immediate  care  of  a  curator,  and  the  several  physicians 
who  have  successively  filled  that  place  have  each  left  memorials 
skill  and  fidelity. 

The  Board  of  Governors  record  with  becoming  sense  of  their  l< 
the  death,  during  the  pasl    pear,  of  Joseph  Walker  and  Thoj  a     B 
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Stilhnan,  for  many  years  identified  with  the  management  of  this 
Institution,  and  of  Joseph  M.  Smith,  M.  D.,  for  a  period  of  thirty- 
eight  years,  up  to  the  date  of  Ins  decease,  one  of  the  attending  phys- 
icians to  the  Hospital.  No  one  of  the  eminent  physicians  who  pre- 
ceded Doctor  Smith  in  the  office  of  attending  physician  was  his 
superior  in  those  elements  of  personal  character  which  constitute  the 
Christian  gentleman  and  practitioner.  His  sound  medical  judgment 
and  eminent  professional  acquirements  were  always  faithfully  and 
zealously  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Hospital. 


BLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM  FOE  THE  INSANE. 

The  management  of  the  Asylum  is  vested  in  a  committee  of  six 
Governors  annually  appointed  by  the  Board. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Asylum,  on  the  31st  day  of 
December,  1865,  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-one,  and  there  have 
been  admitted  during  the  year  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  making 
a  total  of  three  hundred  and  three  patients  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  were 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  females.

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The  Asylum  continues  to  be  administered  upon  that  system  of 
classification  and  separation,  and  of  moral  and  medical  treatment, 
of  which  it  gave  one  of  the  earliest  examples  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic.  This  system,  now  general  in  all  similar  institutions  of  the 
higher  order,  has  here  received,  and  continues  to  receive,  all  those 
improvements  which  the  many  skilful  and  humane  persons  at  the 
head  of  similar  establishments  in  this  country  and  in  Europe  are 
constantly  presenting  or  suggesting  for  the  relief  of  mental  disease. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  show  the  proportion  of  cases  cured  and 
relieved.  But  such  statistics  do  not,  like  those  of  Hospitals  for 
bodily  maladies,  present,  by  then-  rate  of  cures  to  cases,  a  perfectly 
accurate  view  of  the  efficiency  of  the  administration,  even  when 
taking  into  the  estimate,  as  must  also  be  done  in  Hospitals,  the 
peculiar  forms  and  comparative  severity  of  disease. 

In  any  Asylum  the  cures  can  seldom  be  pronounced  upon  with 
decided  certainty,  whilst  discharges  and  removals  often  occiu  from 
causes  wholly  unconnected  with  the  personal  condition  of  the  patient 
— such  as  want  of  pecuniary  means,  desire  for  change,  hope  of 
benefit  from  restoration  to  the  patient's  home,  the  temporary  subsi- 
dence of  a  periodical  excitement  of  disease,  or  inabilty  on  the  part 
of  friends  to  resist  the  earnest  solicitations  of  the  patient.  Tlu  se 
estimates  and  statistics  are,  therefore,  given,  as  in  former  years,  as  a 
useful  and  probable  approximation,  showing  the  general  results  of 
practice,  and  making  an  annual  contribution  of  value  to  the  statistics 
of  mental  disease. 

Dr.  D.  Tilden  Brown,  the  chief  physician,  still  continues  to  dis- 
charge tin'  duties  of  his  office  to  the  unqualified  satisfaction  of  the 
Asylum  Committee  and   the   Board,  and   bis   annual   report,  hereto 
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annexed  (see  page  15),  is  not  only  a  valuable  contribution  to  tlie 
history  of  the  Asylum,  but  contains  suggestions  of  great  practical 
importance  in  view  of  the  prospective  necessity  of  a  change  of  loca- 
tion of  the  Asylum  buildings. 

Dr.  Charles  Corey,  Junior,  for  many  years  the  efficient  assistant 
physician  to  the  Asylum,  resigned  in  the  month  of  June  last,  to 
assume  the  duties  of  a  general  practitioner ;  and  was  succeeded  by 
Doctor  Horace  K.  "Wheeler,  formerly  assistant  physician  to  the 
Lunatic  Asylum  at  Flatbush. 

Annexed  to  this  report  are  statements  showing  the  general  dis- 
bursements of  the  Asylum  for  the  current  year  ending  December  31, 
1866,  and  a  statistical  history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  devoted  to 
private  patients  only.     (See  page  26.) 

The  Governors  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  cannot 
close  their  present  report  without  again  pressing  upon  the  consider- 
ation of  the  Legislature  the  views  submitted  at  the  end  of  their  last 
Annual  Report.  Without  the  renewal  of  the  annual  bounty  which 
they  have  received  from  the  State  for  many  years,  they  will  be  com- 
pelled to  contract  the  utility  of  the  institution  to  a  much  narrower 
sphere  than  at  present,  and  to  exclude  many  who,  suffering  from 
some  of  the  severest  bodily  calamities,  are  now  received  vrillingly 
and  relieved  efficiently,  without  charge,  or  at  a  rate  of  payment 
much  below  the  actual  cost  of  their  support  and  treatment.  The 
statement  in  a  former  part  of  the  Report  of  the  proportion  of 
patients  gratuitously  treated,  does  not  afford  a  correct  measure  of 
the  gratuitous  treatment  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  inas- 
much as  the  cost  of  each  patient  is  much  in  excess  of  the  highest 
rate  of  board  received.  It  is  a  constant  source  of  regret  to  the 
Governors  that  their  restricted  means  compel  them  to  deny  these

valuable  privileges  to  any  who  ought  to  enjoy  them,  and  they  have 
not  been  indifferent,  during  the  past  year,  to  their  obligations  to 
devise  and  adopt  such  measures  as  will  not  only  relieve  this  Corpor- 
ation from  present  and  continued  financial  embarrassment,  but  will 
insure  the  largest  practicable  extension  of  its  beneficent  work.  The 
Board  have  thus  far  been  unable  to  decide  upon  any  definite  policy  ; 
involving,  as  probably  it  must,  a  change  of  location,  and  possibly  a 
radical  change  of  internal  administration.  Whatever  plan  of  relief 
and  extension  of  charitable  operation  may  be  ultimately  decided 
upon,  some  time  must  elapse  before  it  could  be  carried  into  practi- 
cal operation  ;  and  meanwhile  the  Board  must  depend  upon  private 
and  public  liberality  for  the  means  of  support. 

The  Board  of  Governors  recall,  with  grateful  appreciation,  the 
liberal  and  wise  legislation,  and  sustaining  care  of  the  Colonial  and 
State  legislatures  from  the  foundation  of  this  Hospital,  in  1771,  and 
ask  your  honorable  body  to  grant  to  the  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  an  annual  donation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  in  order 
that  they  may  be  enabled,  as  heretofore,  to  extend  to  the  unfortu- 
nate but  respectable  poor  of  the  State  and  City  of  New  York  that 
medical  and  surgical  relief  of  which  they  may  stand  in  need,  and 
which  they  have  received  from  this  institution  for  upwards  of 
seventy  years  without  fee  or  reward  to  those  who  have  managed  the 
affairs  of  this  Corporation,  or  to  those  skilful  and  learned  men  who 
have  filled  the  offices  of  physicians  and  surgeons.

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Of  the  patients  discharged  "  improved"  several  were  already  con- 
valescent, and  became  quite  well  subsequently. 

The  deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  consumption  in  two 
cases,  to  general  paralysis  in  five,  to  apoplexy  in  two,  to  puerperal 
mania  hi  four,  to  pneumonia  in  one,  to  disease  of  the  heart  in  one, 
to  acute  disease  of  the  brain  in  four,  and  to  the  infirmities  of  old  age 
in  three. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  during  the  last  summer  cholera  pre- 
vailed in  New  York  city  and  in  many  public  institutions  of  the 
vicinity,  in  such  degree  as  to  cause  very  general  anxiety  throughout 
the  community.  In  the  neighboring  village  of  Manhattauville  there 
occurred  numerous  cases  of  the  disease,  and  a  general  tendency  to 
lighter  affections  of  a  similar  character.  The  Asylum  household, 
however,  enjoyed  entire  exemption  from  cholera  and  the  severer 
forms  of  intestinal  disorders,  and  the  general  health  of  the  patients . 
was  as  good  as  usual  throughout  the  year. 

The  usual  routine  of  Asylum  life  has  been  unmarked  by  any  inci- 
dent deserving  special  commemoration  here,  but  I  venture  to  express 
some  thoughts  suggested  by  the  recent  resolve  of  your  Board, 
appointing  a  committee  to  seek  an  appropriate  site  for  the  eventual 
location  of  this  Institution,  beyond  the  city  limits.  This  proceeding 
is,  in  my  judgment,  most  timely  and  judicious.  The  decision  of  the 
Central  Park  Commissioners  to  rim  the  new  Boulevard  upon  the 
Eleventh  avenue,  bordering  upon  the  longest  side  of  t1  Asylum  pro- 
perty, has  a  most  important  bearing  upon  a  question  which  had  fre- 
quently presented  itself  hitherto,  though  in  less  pressing  urgency 
than  now.  Heretofore  no  such  great  avenue  and  public  pleasure- 
drive  as  the  proposed  Boulevard  was  contemplated,  and  our  appro- 
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hensions  of  city  improvements  had  reference  mainly  to  the  prospec- 
tive but  probably  remote  opening  of  cross-streets  through  our 
premises.  The  new  road  is  almost  certain  to  be  commenced  within 
a  year,  and  to  be  carried  through  with  energy.  It  will  very  largely 
increase  the  real  value  of  this  property,  but  will  render  it  less  eligible 
for  its  present  uses,  by  exposing  it  to  a  thronged  public  thorough- 
fare. A  stone  or  brick  wall  around  the  premises  would  exclude  tres- 
passers and  serve  as  a  partial  screen.  But  the  families  of  many  of 
our  best  patients  would  probably  feel  great  reluctance  to  visit  their 
relatives  in  so  conspicuous  a  situation,  especially  if  the  entrance 
were  on  the  Boulevard.  The  new  avenue  would  be  but  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  west  of  our  Men's  Lodge,  in  which  the  most  dis- 
turbed male  patients  are  domiciled.  This  proximity  should  induce 
the  abandonment  of  the  lodge  for  its  present  uses ;  and  unless  the 
whole  Asylum  were  thereafter  devoted  to  females  alone,  new  build- 
ings should  be  constructed  as  a  male  department,  south  of  the  pres- 
ent main  building,  and  at  a  right  angle  to  it.  The  cost  of  erecting 
such  department  and  the  enclosing  wall  around  the  premises  would 
be  so  great  as  to  seem  wholly  inexpedient  in  view  of  the  brief  period 
for  which  this  building,  even  as  thus  altered,  could  continue  to  be 
used  for  the  insane. 

Eight  years  ago  I  recommended  to  the  Governors  the  construction 
of  a  new  wing  for  female  patients,  and  the  introduction  of  steam 
heating  and  gas  iHumination  throughout  the  Institution,  even  though 
we  should  not  remain  here  more  than  fifteen  years.  The  wing  was 
built  and  gas  was  laid  on,  and  I  am  confident  that  the  resulting  sat- 
isfaction and  improvement  in  the  character  and  reputation  of  the 
Asylum  has  amply  compensated  for  the  outlay.  A  similar  wing  on 
the  male  side  of  the  house  would  improve  the  classification  and 
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comfort  of  patients  incalculably ;  but  in  my  opinion  the  cost  would 
not  be  justifiable,  for  the  same  reasons  which  apply  to  the  lai 
scheme  already  mentioned. 

It  now  seems  probable  that  the  shortest  term,  which  eight  y< 
ago  appeared  to  me  to  warrant  the  improvements  then  made,  will 
prove  to  be  full  as  long  as  it  will  be  expedient  to  retain  the  Asylum 
on  this  spot.  It  is  certainly  remarkable,  that  the  very  time  when 
this  exigency  would  be  likely  to  arise,  and  when  the  Governors  would 
deem  it  necessary  to  seek  another  location  for  then  Asylum,  should 
have  been  almost  precisely  foretold  by  the  Committee  which  selected 
the  present  location  fifty  years  ago.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Governors 
of  the  New  York  Hospital,  held  June  4,  1816,  Mr.  Thomas  Eddy, 
the  Chairman  of  that  Committee,  made  a  lengthy  repoi  I 
various  sites  which  they  had  been  directed  to  examine  subsequently 
to  then-  recommendation  of  this  place,  because  of  an  apprehension  on 
the  part  of  certain  Governors,  that  "the  land  at  Bloomingdale"  was 
too  remote  from  the  city.  In  this  report  the  Committee  unanimously 
adhere  to  then-  previous  judgment,  and  say  that  within  fort}-  y< 
from  that  time  "  it  will  be  rather  wished  that  the  establishment  was 
at  a  greater  distance,  than  that  it  should  have  been  placed  nearer 
the  present  centre  of  population." 

The  verification,  which  time  has  given  to  this  prediction  may  very 
properly  suggest  a  corresponding  foresight  in  those  charged  with  a 
similar  duty  to  that  which  was  so  admirably  executed  by  their  pre- 
decessors half  a  century  ago. 

In  imitation  of  their  reasoning  and  action,  it  would  probabbj 
wisi   to  pi  '.cure  a  location — 
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First. — Where  the  Institution  can  remain  undisturbed  by  any 
large  settlement  for  at  least  another  fifty  years. 

Secondly. — The  area  of  land  should  be  so  ample  that  not  less  than 
fifty  acres  may  be  appropriated  as  exercising  ground,  for  each  sex, 
leaving  a  liberal  aUoAvance  for  gardening  and  farming  purposes,  and, 
beyond  this,  a  still  further  extension  for  eventually  forming  long- 
walks,  and  a  drive  on  the  Asylum  property  itself. 

Thirdly. — The  site  should  be  within  a  short  distance  and  easy 
access  from  some  existing  settlement  or  village  having  a  railroad  sta- 
tion. While  a  certain  measure  of  retirement  is  necessary  for  privacy, 
actual  solitude  is  to  be  avoided  as  being  oppressive,  alike  to  patients 
and  employees.  This  last  class  of  persons  must  be  remembered  as 
forming  a  portion  of  the  Asylum  household,  on  whom  much  of  its 
ability  and  favorable  influences  depend.  They  must  be  kept  con- 
tented and  cheerful,  so  far  as  this  can  be  done,  by  reasonable  and 
proper  privileges ;  and  it  is  obvious  that  this  cannot  be  done  if  they 
are  too  far  or  too  long  isolated  from  the  outer  world.  An  Asylum  is 
also  in  almost  daily  need  of  communication  with  various  small  trades- 
men, and  with  a  post  office ;  and  all  classes  of  its  servitors,  as  well 
as  some  of  the  patients,  reasonably  desire  to  be  within  convenient 
walking  distance  of  their  respective  places  of  public  worship.  It  may, 
therefore,  be  said  that  the  nearer  the  grounds  approach  a  moderately 
sized  settlement,  the  better  it  is  for  an  Institution,  provided  they  be 
sufficiently  spacious  to  insure  the  requisite  degree  of  privacy. 

Fourthly. — An  unfailing  supply  of  good  water,  yielding  not  less 
than  ten  thousand  gallons  per  day,  even  in  dry  seasons,  is  an  indis- 
pensable requisite  of  any  suitable  sit< . 
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FiftMy. — The  character  of  the  site  best  adapted  to  an  Institution 
for  the  insane,  must  depend,  in  some  measure,  upon  that  of  the  Insti- 
tution itself ;  upon  the  class  of  patients  for  -whom  it  is  inten 
upon  their  previous  modes  of  life,  and  their  requirements  even  in  a 
state  of  mental  disease.  While  a  State  legislature  or  municipal 
council  might  deem  it  proper  and  obligatory  to  prefer  an  inexpensive 
location,  to  a  more  costly  one  possessing  manifestly  greater  advan- 
tages, it  cannot  be  supposed  that  such  views  would  govern  the 
managers  of  an  Institution  like  this.  It  can  scarcely  be  too  strong 
an  expression  to  use,  to  say  that  no  place  can  be  considered  too 
beautiful  or  too  valuable  for  the  temporary  refuge  or  permanent 
home  of  insane  persons,  accustomed  to  the  higher  comforts  and 
luxuries  enjoyed  by  many  of  our  patients  when  in  health. 

As  bearing  upon  this  division  of  the  subject,  as  well  as  upon 
that  of  the  site  itself,  the  history  of  the  policy  and  proceedings  of 
the  earlier  Governors  of  this  Institution  is  most  interesting  and  edi- 
fying. These  large-minded  men,  providentially  called  to  a  most 
responsible  duty,  were  not  less  remarkable  for  their  benevolence  and 
practical  philanthropy,  than  for  the  sagacity  visible  in  all  then  rea- 
soning and  anticipations  respecting  the  important  work  which  i 
undertook,  without  the  advantage  of  precedent  example  and  experi- 
ence elsewhere.  At  that  time  no  institution  in  this  country  could 
claim  to  offer  any  such  retreat  for  the  insane  as  these  gentlemen 
contemplated.  Their  -views  were  far  in  advance  of  any  before  pro- 
mulgated in  this  or  any  other  country,  for  though  they  were  par- 
tially inspired  by  what  Dr.  Tuke  and  his  associate  friends  had  pre- 
viously accomplished  at  York  in  England,  they  did  not  limit  their 
plans  simply  to  an  effort  for  the  mitigation  of  the  old-time  discom- 
forts of  the  insane.     They  recognized  the  imp..  A  rendering 
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their  proposed  Institution  attractive  in  its  exterior,  as  well  as  com- 
modious and  comfortable  within.  Hence  their  Committee  recom- 
mended, May  15,  1818,  that  "  the  new  building  should  be  made  to 
resemble  a  palace  rather  than  a  gaol,  as  by  that  means  it  will  draw 
the  wealthiest  patients  in  the  United  States."  Concurring  in  the 
views  of  then-  Committee,  the  Board  of  Governors  decided  to  use 
marble  for  the  exterior  walls  of  the  building,  and  contracts  were 
made  to  that  effect.  The  contractor  failing  in  his  engagement,  the 
Committee  recommended  the  substitution  of  hewn  free-stone  as  less 
expensive  than  marble,  and  yet  as  insuring  such  a  style  of  construc- 
tion as  the  Board  had  approved.  From  the  time  of  its  completion 
to  the  present  day,  the  building  erected  by  a  Board  of  Governors, 
comprising  such  men  as  Matthew  Clarkson,  Peter  A.  Jay,  Robert 
Bowne,  Cadwalader  D.  Colden,  Najah  Taylor,  George  Newbold,  and 
their  associates,  has  been  the  admiration  of  their  successors,  and  of 
all  others  who  can  appreciate  a  noble  design  and  admirable  work- 
manship. 

It  may  truly  be  said  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  when  first 
opened  for  patients,  as  has  been  said  of  the  New  York  City  Hall, 
that,  "  considering  the  period  at  which  it  was  erected,  it  was  an 
architecural  marvel  and  an  inspiration." 

The  City  Hall  preceded  the  Asylum  but  a  few  years,  and  if  the 
excellence  of  the  first  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  such  enlight- 
ened men  as  Edward  Livingston  and  De  Witt  Clinton  graced  the 
mayoralty  of  that  period,  we  may  similarly  conclude  that  the  Asy- 
lum— which  resembles  the  other  in  many  of  its  features,  as  well  as 
in  its  solidity — is  what  it  still  is,  because  Thomas  Eddy,  Thomas 
Buckley,   and*  Thomas  C.  Taylor  gave  their  unremitting  personal 
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attention  to  the  preparation  of  its  plans  and  the  execution  of  tin- 
work.  That  the  anticipations  of  the  founders  of  the  Asylum  were 
fully  verified  by  its  subsequent  history,  its  official  records  plainly 
show.  It  soon  numbered  among  its  residents  persons  of  wealth  and 
of  the  highest  social  position  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  it 
attained  a  preeminence  in  its  sphere  which  was  not  lost  until  its 
excellence  was  equalled  elsewhere,  by  similar  provision  for  the 
insane. 

The  term  of  usefulness  which  its  designers  assigned  to  it,  even 
before  its  foundations  were  laid,  is  nearly  completed ;  and  the  cor- 
rectness of  their  prediction  is  unconsciously  recognized  in  the  recent 
resolution  of  then"  successors.  The  Asylum  was  opened  for  the 
reception  of  patients  in  June,  1821.  In  four  years  from  the  present 
time  it  will  have  completed  a  half  century  of  service,  as  a  shelter 
for  diseased  minds  ;  and  yet  its  first  built  division,  still  worthily 
called  "  the  main  building,"  may  be  profitably  studied  by  those  who 
may  be  called  to  prepare  its  future  substitute. 

In  considering  what  should  be  the  character  of  the  new  Asylum, 
which  the  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital  must  feel  them- 
selves constrained  to  create  before  many  years  elapse,  it  has  long 
seemed  to  me  that  there  are  two  most  important  objects  which 
might  be  subserved,  with  equal  benefit  to  the  Institution  and  to  two 
classes  of  insane  persons  very  inadequately  provided  for  in  existing 
establishments.  I  mean,  first,  the  wealthy  ;  and,  secondly,  indigent 
persons  of  superior  respectability  and  personal  refinement.  At 
present  many  of  the  former  class  are  either  kept  at  home,  or  pli 
in  small  private  Asylums,  under  the  supposition  that  they  will  have 
better  care  or  be  less  exposed  to  observation  than  in  an  Institution 
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like  ours.  This  is  an  erroneous  idea,  and  yet  it  Avill  certainly  extend, 
unless  arrested  by  the  superior  attractions  and  merits  of  well-organ- 
ized, well-furnished,  and  well-conducted  chartered  Institutions.  In 
Boston  and  Philadelphia  no  such  private  houses  have  been  opened 
as  yet,  because  the  Institutions  corresponding  to  our  own  have  sup- 
plied the  wants  of  the  wealthy  as  well  as  of  the  less  prosperous. 
The  "  Appleton  buildings"  of  the  McLean  Asylum,  near  Boston,  are 
arranged  for  eight  patients  each,  and  have  no  equal  in  any  country, 
I  believe.  Each  patient  may  have  a  parlor,  bedroom,  and  bathroom, 
besides  the  use  of  other  rooms  in  common  with  all.  The  furniture 
and  service  is  such  as  is  desired.  The  charges  for  board  are  corre- 
spondingly high,  and  the  resulting  profit  to  the  Institution  is  applied 
to  the  support  of  worthy  indigent  patients.  It  is  but  just  to  state 
that  these  buildings  were  not  erected  by  the  society  of  the  Hospital, 
but  with  the  munificent  gift  of  one  of  its  Trustees.  The  Pennsylva- 
nia Hospital  for  the  Insane,  at  Philadelphia,  has  a  less  luxurious 
but  very  satisfactory  class  of  apartments ;  and  at  Baltimore,  the 
Sheppard  Asylum,  now  building,  will  have  some  advantages  over 
either.  I  do  not  perceive  how  a  similar  class  of  accommodations 
can  be  reasonably  hoped  for  near  New  York,  imless  the  Governors 
of  this  Institution  provide  them. 

The  second  class  of  patients  whom  this  Institution  might  benefit 
incalculably,  are  those  of  good  family  connections,  or  of  cultivated 
minds  and  refined  habits  of  life,  whose  means  are  insufficient  to 
meet  our  average  rates  of  board.  Formerly  the  Asylum  admitted 
at  a  very  moderate  charge,  a  fan-  proportion  of  such  patients,  who 
would  otherwise  have  become  incurable  at  home,  or  must  have  gone 
to  a  State  or  County  Institution  as  paupers.  For  a  few  years  past, 
however,  the  high  cost  of  living  has  made  it  necessary  to  charge 
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even  these  cases,  rates  which  are  either  exceedingly  burdensome  to 
the  applicants  or  altogether  beyond  their  means.  The  new  State 
Asylum,  soon  to  be  built  at  Poughkeepsie,  will  receive  a  p<  >rtion  of  these 
cases  at  prices  which  they  can  pay  ;  but  there  will  still  remain  nu- 
merous instances  of  mental  disease  having  special  claims  on  our  sym- 
pathy. Such  cases  will  occur  in  the  families  of  clergymen,  and 
other  professional  persons ;  among  teachers  and  business  men  who 
have  experienced  reverses,  which  often  cause  insanity,  and  also 
among  dependent  unmarried  females.  Some  of  the  Governors,  who 
have  themselves  supplied  the  means  to  support  persons  of  these 
classes  here,  need  no  other  confirmation  of  the  reality  of  the  dis- 
tressing cases  thus  classified.  If  this  Institution  possessed  a  fund 
for  the  assistance  of  such  persons,  it  would  find  many  a  worthy 
object  for  relief,  and  would  accomplish  a  measure  of  good  not 
excelled  by  any  general  hospital  for  the  sick.  It  is  not  creditable  to 
New  York,  so  amply  provided  with  almost  every  other  mode  of 
charitable  relief,  that  it  should  offer  such  inadequate  assistance  to 
the  respectable  indigent  insane. 

The  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  at  Philadelphia,  corresponding  exactly 
to  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  has  for  many  years  received  and  sup- 
ported gratuitously,  forty  such  patients,  twenty  of  each  sex ;  the 
particular  individuals  being  known  only  to  the  managers  and  higher 
officers.  "  The  Shcppard  Asylum,"  near  Baltimore,  will  admit  a 
still  larger  number  of  such  cases,  and  will  be  the  most  beneficent 
institution  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  Its  founder  bequeathed  more 
than  half  a  million  of  dollars  to  build  and  support  an  institution  for 
the  insane,  and  its  Trustees  have  appropriated  the  annual  into 
only;  first,  to  the  construction  of  the  building,  and,  secondly,  to  the 
future  siipport  of  indigent  patients  and  the  general  improvement  of 
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the  Institution  and  grounds.  It  will  also  receive  self-supporting 
patients,  who  will  prefer  it  to  others  in  that  region,  for  the  very  rea- 
son that  it  will  be  able  to  supply  then*  requirements. 

I  have  dwelt  at  such  length  upon  this  topic,  partly  because,  as 
above  stated,  the  character  of  a  projected  Asylum  may  justly  affect 
the  selection  of  a  site,  and  partly  because  I  feel  that  New  York, 
instead  of  being  foremost,  as  it  should  be,  in  this  department  of 
philanthropy,  is  quite  behind  other  smaller  cities.  The  general 
hospital  accommodations  for  its  sick  poor  are  generous  and  admira- 
ble, and  it  is  even  now  preparing  to  add  to  them  three  more  similar 
charities,  in  the  "  Woman's  Hospital,"  the  "  German  Hospital,"  and 
the  "Roosevelt  Hospital." 

But  for  the  insane  of  the  two  classes  I  have  named,  its  citizens 
have  done  so  little  that  one  class  is  left  mainly  to  private  enterprise, 
without  the  protection  of  any  disinterested  supervision,  while  the 
other  is  too  often  compelled  to  forego  all  the  benefits  of  hospital 
treatment,  rather  than  accept  that  offered  by  the  City  Asylum  on 
Blackwell's  Island. 

In  reflecting  upon  the  possible  opportunity  which  the  future  may 
present  to  the  Governors  of  this  Institution  to  remedy  both  these 
deficiencies,  I  trust  the  circumstance  which  has  induced  this  com- 
munication may  excuse  the  earnestness  of  the  appeal  it  contains. 
The  ideal  which  may  be  formed  of  your  future  Asylum  will  neces- 
sarily influence  the  secondary  proposition,  and  it  is  not  premature 
to  consider  this  fact  at  so  early  a  day. 

Hoping  and  believing  that  both  the  excellence  and  usefulness  of 
your  Asylum  are  not  only  to  be  maintained  unimpaired  after  the

prospective  removal,  but  that  they  will  be  raised  to  a  yet  highei 

standard,  I  trust  the  location  to  be  chosen  for  it  will  be  worthy  of 
the  building  which  should  adorn  it,  and  that  both  may  reflect  new 
honor  upon  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and 
Bloomingdale  Asylum.

The  following  abstract  statement  shows  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures from  all  sources  and  on  all  accounts,  under  their  respective 
heads,  during  the  year  1867,  all  bills  and  demands  for  current 
expenses  of  the  Hospital  and  Bloomingdale  Asylum  having  been 
settled  in  full  to  the  close  of  the  year. 
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The  financial  condition  of  this  Corporation  on  the  31st  December, 
1867,  stands  thus,  as  compared  with  that  on  the  31st  December, 
1866.

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  as  medical  or  surgical  patients  during  the  year 
1867  was  2,454.     The  average  daily  number  has  been  202. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1866,  was  233,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  1867,  2,221.

Deducting  tliese  56  cases,  as  above,  the  number  of  other  deaths 
was  115. 

The  practice  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  presents  the  follow- 
ing results:  The  number  of  weeks  occupied  by  diseased  seamen 
was  58!^  per  cent,  in  proportion  to  the  other  classes,  against  62r\ft 
in  the  year  1866.  Of  the  whole  number  of  patients  under  actual 
treatment,  7-ffla  per  cent,  died;  or,  taking  the  ratio  of  mortality  on 
all  discharged,  as  is  done  in  some  similar  statistics,  7,""    per  cent 


died.  Of  the  deaths,  30  per  cent,  were  surgical  cases,  and  70  per 
cent,  medical.  The  amount  of  cures  out  of  the  number  discharged, 
including  deaths,  shows  a  proportion  of  68  per  cent,  discharged 
cured,  exclusive  of  about  19  per  cent,  more  discharged  as  relieved 
for  the  time. 

Of  the  cases  under  treatment  in  1867,  1,289  were  surgical,  and 
1,165  medical — being  about  51  per  cent,  of  the  former  to  19  per  cent, 
of  the  latter.  On  all  cases  treated,deducting  the  56  cases  of  sudden 
deaths,  the  proportion  of  deaths  was  about  lj%%  of  surgical  to  about 
12  per  cent,  of  medical  cases.  Of  the  1,289  surgical  cases  of  the 
last  year,  438  were  from  injuries  arising  from  sudden  casualties. 

An  analysis  hereto  annexed  sets  forth,  in  tabular  form,  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Hospital  in  respect  to  these  several  classes  of  patients, 
and  also  to  other  matters  of  interest.     (See  page  21.) 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  continue  to  re- 
ceive the  fostering  care  of  the  Governors*.  The  Library  contains 
7,788  volumes,  of  which  71  have  been  added  during  the  past  year  ; 
and  the  Pathological  Cabinet  has  increased  in  extent,  variety,  and 
value. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1866,  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-eight;  and  there  have  been  admitted  dming  the  year,  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-four,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  twelve  pa- 
tients during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  were 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  females.

The  annexed  report  (see  page  11),  of  Dr.  D.  Tilden  Brown,  the 
efficient  Physician  to  the  Asylum,  presents  a  gratifying  statement  of 
the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  and  its  successful  administration  during 
the  past  year. 

Annexed  to  this  report  are  statements  showing  the  general  dis- 
bursements of  the  Asylum  for  the  current  year,  ending  December  31, 
1867,  and  a  statistical  history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  devoted  to 
private  patients  only.     (See  page  15.) 

In  conclusion :  during  the  past  year  no  change  in  the  internal 
management  or  general  administration  of  the  Hospital  or  Asylum 
has  been  made.  It  has  been  the  constant  endeavor  of  the  Gover- 
nors to  make  both  the  institutions  under  then-  charge  eminently 
beneficial  to  the  sick  and  afflicted,  whether  in  body  or  mind,  and  to 
administer  with  wise  economy  the  means  placed  in  their  hands. 
Their  earnest  efforts  will  continue  to  be  devoted  to  promote  the 
prosperity  and  elevate  the  character  of  the  trust  committed  to  their 
care.

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The  largest  number  in  the  house  at  one  time  was  182,  during 
August ;  the  smallest  was  161,  at  the  close  of  the  year ;  and  the 
average  number  for  the  year  was  172.  t 

The  deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  consumption  in  two 
cases,  to  acute  disease  of  the  brain  in  six,  to  chronic  disease  of  the 
brain  in  three,  to  gradual  exhaustion  in  four,  to  apoplexy  in  four, 
to  puerperal  mania  in  two,  to  disease  of  the  kidneys  in  two,  to  epi- 
lepsy in  one,  to  disease  of  the  heart  in  one,  to  inflammation  of  the 
liver  in  one,  to  dropsy  in  one,  and  to  general  paralysis  in  one.  The 
latter  case  occurred  in  a  female,  and  is  only  the  second  observed 
here  in  that  sex  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  Five  of  the  deaths 
occurred  within  five  days  after  admission,  and  four  others  within  the 
first  fortnight. 

Among  the  patients  discharged  as  "improved."  a  very  consider- 
able number  were  so  nearly  restored  to  their  ordinary  mental  health 
that  longer  residence  here  seemed  unnecessary  :  and  yet  the  reality 
of  convalescence  could  not  be  confidently  assumed  until  tested  by  a 
return  to  former  associations.  In  a  Large  majority  of  these  cases 
the  result  was  complete  restoration  to  health,  so  that  if  the  annual 
record  were  made  up  at  the  close  of  the  year,  instead  of  from  the  daily 
register,  we  could  truthfully  make  a  material  addition  to  the  number 
of  reported  recoveries.  It  has,  however,  come  to  be  well  understood 
among  those  familiar  with  "vital  statistics,"  that  they  comprise  an 
element  not  easily  discovered  among  groups  of  figures,  but  which  is. 
nevertheless,  present,  as  a  leaven  more  or  Less  potent.  Borrowing  a 
term  from  physiology,  this  element  may  be  called  the  "  reflex  action" 
of  the  observer's  own  temperament,  and  no  just  estimate  oi  such 
statistics  can  be  formed  until  its  value  can  be  approximately  deter- 
mined. A  conviction  of  this  truth  has  induced  habitual  caution 
against  taking  too  hopeful  views  of  the  mental  condition  of  our  dis- 
charged patients,  and  may  have  affected  unfavorably  our  annual 
statement  of  results.     But  this  is  of  little  const  quence,  if  the  useful- 
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ness  of  the  institution  itself  has  been  maintained  at  a  standard  which 
can  properly  be  required  of  it.  If  the  continued  confidence  of 
the  medical  profession,  and  of  those  having  friends  here  as  patients, 
is  competent  evidence  on  this  point,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Asylum  continues  to  perform  its  functions  in  a  proper  spirit  and 
with  average  success. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  Asylum  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  average  health  of  its  residents,  have  compared  favorably 
with  previous  years.  It  has  been  necessary  to  decline  many  appli- 
cations for  admission,  parthy  because  the  department  for  males  has 
been  at  all  times  filled  to  its  capacity,  and  also  because  the  high  cost 
of  living  has  made  it  necessary  to  charge  higher  rates  of  board  than 
many  applicants  could  pay.  The  increase  in  the  cost  of  supporting 
its  patients  has  not,  however,  been  allowed  to  dimmish  the  measure 
of  charitable  aid  which  the  Asylum  has  always  afforded  to  numbers 
of  persons  unable  to  make  full  compensation  for  its  benefits  ;  and,  in 
accordance  with  the  benevolent  policy  which  its  Governors  adopted 
early  in  its  history,  more  than  one  third  of  all  the  patients  admitted 
during  the  past  year  have  been  received  for  less  than  the  average 
cost  of  their  support.  The  proportion  of  patients  now  in  the  Asylum 
who  pay  less  than  the  average  cost  of  maintenance  is  more  than  one 
half  of  the  whole  number.  This  fact  may  well  commend  the  insti- 
tution to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  wealthy  and  benevolent  citizens 
of  New  York. 

Certain  limitations  to  a  greater  possible  usefulness  of  the  Asylum, 
arising  chiefly  from  insufficient  room  in  the  male  department,  have 
been  alluded  to  in  previous  annual  reports.  These  inconveniences 
have  been  specially  felt  during  the  past  year,  but  are  rendered  less 
weighty  than  they  otherwise  would  be  by  the  uncertain  continuance 
of  the  institution  on  its  present  site. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  your  Board,  to  look  for  a  suit  a  Vile 
substitute  for  the  location  now  occupied  by  the  Asylum,  invited  me 
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to  participate  in  their  search,  and  the  environs  of  the  city  have  1 
very  thoroughly  explored.     A  report  of  the  numerous  observations 
will  probably  be  made  at  an  early  day.  and  the  result  will,  in  my 
opinion,  prove  as  judicious  and  acceptable  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected,  when  the  difficulties  of  the  task  are  fully  considered. 

Daring  the  past  year  several  halls  and  rooms  of  the  female 
•artment  have  been  repainted,  and  otherwise  improved,  by  length- 
ening the  windows  and  substituting  lighter  window-guards  for  the 
original  heavy  castings.  The  effect  has  been  ven  gratifying  to  the 
patients,  and  the  greater  cheerfulness  of  the  apartments  is  quite 
conspicuous.  The  experience,  as  well  as  the  sympathies,  of  those 
having  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental  diseases,  leads 
them  to  remove  every  unnecessary  contrast  between  the  dwellings 
or  associations  of  the  sane  and  those  of  the  insane.  There  must,  of 
course,  be  a  limit  to  such  efforts,  for  it  is  the  duty  as  well  as  the 
prerogative  of  reason  to  restrain  unreasonable  impulses,  even  in  the 
sane  mind  and  in  the  social  life  of  responsible  beings.  But  in  no 
particular  arc  the  good  effects  of  philanthropy  more  apparent  than 
in  the  improvements  effected  in  modem  provision  for  the  insane,  by 
assimilating  their  apartments  and  general  surround  b  arlj  as 

prudence  permits,  to  those  conditions  which  promote  the  comfort  of 
sane  persons. 

Such,  fortunately,  is  the  purpose  of  those  who,  in  our  own 
country,  have  been  generally  entrusted  with  the  oversight  of  de- 
ranged persons,  and  I  am  glad  to  bear  testimony  to  the  humanity 
and  earnestness  of  the  Trustees  of  the  new  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  now  being  built  at  Poughkeepsie.  Although  it  will  Dot 
supersede  the  necessity  for  an  institution  lite  your  own.  it  will  pro- 
mote the  are  of  all  s  of  the  insane,  not  only  by  the 
liberal  scale  of  all  its  arrangements,  but,  I  doubt  not,  in  the  excel- 
lence of  il  ion  also.  It  is  projected  upon  a  plan,  and 
has  thus  far  been  constructed  in  a  manner,  which  will  make  it  alike 
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an  honor  to  the  State  and  an  admirable  home  for  its  future  occu- 
pants. So  far  as  it  may  prove  a  friendly  rival  to  this  institution  in 
the  cause  which  they  are  both  designed  to  serve,  it  must  exert  a 
beneficial  influence  upon  our  own,  by  the  emulation  which  will  be 
engendered  between  the  officers  of  each.  I  therefore  welcome  our 
new  neighbor,  not  only  as  a  prospective  colleague  in  the  work  of  be- 
neficence, but  also  as  a  useful  competitor,  animating  us  to  greater 
exertion  and  success  in  our  special  branch  of  duty.

Deducting  these  69  cases,  as  above,  the  number  of  other  deaths 
was  166. 

The  practice  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  presents  the  fallow- 
ing results:    The  number  of  weeks  occupied  by  diseased  seamen 
was  62-£j°u  per  cent,  in  proportion  to  the  other  classes,  againsl  ~v 
in  the  year  1867.     Of  the  whole  number  of  patients  under  actual 


treatment,  9^%%  per  cent,  died ;  or,  taking  the  ratio  of  mortality  on 
all  discharged,  as  is  done  in  some  similar  statistics,  10-^  per  cent, 
died.  Of  the  deaths,  60  per  cent,  were  surgical  cases,  and  40  per 
cent,  medical.  The  amount  of  cures  out  of  the  number  discharged, 
including  deaths,  shows  a  proportion  of  67  per  cent,  discharged 
cured,  exclusive  of  about  17T5o%  per  cent,  more  discharged  as  relieved 
for  the  time. 

Of  the  cases  under  treatment  in  1868,  1,462  were  surgical,  and 
1,151  medical — being  about  56  per  cent,  of  the  former  to  44  per 
cent,  of  the  latter.  On  all  cases  treated,  deducting  the  69  cases  of 
sudden  deaths,  the  proportion  of  deaths  was  about  4^%°^  of  surgical 
to  about  9-f^y  per  cent,  of  medical  cases.  Of  the  1,462  surgical 
cases  of  the  last  year,  448  were  from  injuries  arising  from  sudden 
casualties. 

An  analysis  hereto  annexed  sets  forth,  in  tabular  form,  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Hospital  in  respect  to  these  several  classes  of  patients, 
and  also  to  other  matters  of  interest.     (See  page  23.) 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  continue  to  re- 
ceive the  fostering  care  of  the  Governors.  The  Library  contains 
8,104  volumes,  of  which  316  have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 

Through  the  liberality  of  John  D.  Wolfe,  Vice-President,  the 
Hospital  Library  received  during  the  past  year  a  very  valuable 
addition  of  French  and  German  works,  numbering  175  volumes. 
To  the  same  benefactor  the  Hospital  is  also  greatly  indebted  for  an 
extensive  and  valuable  variety  of  improved  surgical  instruments,  of 
which  the  Hospital  stood  in  much  need.  The  Hospital  Library  also 
received  from  Mary  H.  Johnston  and  Margaret  T.  Johnston,  daugh-* 
ters  of  James  Boorman  Johnston,  one  of  the  Governors,  a  donation 
of  $800,  the  proceeds  of  a  fair  instituted  by  them  for  this  object. 


(JLOOMINGDALE  ASYLUM, 


The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Blooniingdale  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1867,  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-one  ;  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
patients  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  forty  were 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  females.

Horace  K.  Wheeler,  M.  D.,  late  Assistant  Physician  to  the  Asy- 
lum, died  on  the  7th  of  May,  1868,  having  been  appointed  to  that 
office  in  August,  L866,  and  having  performed  its  duties  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Board.  Edward  E.  Porter,  M.  D.,  formerly  con- 
nected with  the  Retreat  for  the  Insane  at  Hartford,  Connecticut,  the 
present  Assistant  Physician,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  annexed  report  (see  page  13)  of  Dr.  D.  Tilden  Brown,  the 
efficient  Physician  to  the  Asylum,  presents  a  gratifying  statement 
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of  the  condition  of  the  Asylum,  present  and  prospective,  and  its 
successful  administration  during  the  past  year. 

Annexed  are  statements  showing  the  general  disbursements  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  current  year,  ending  December  31,  1868,  and  a  sta- 
tistical history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  devoted  to  private 
patients  only.     (See  pages  17  and  18.) 


In  conclusion ;  no  change  in  the  general  administration  of  the 
Hospital  or  Asylum  has  been  made  during  the  past  year,  but  im- 
portant measures  have  been  adopted  with  a  view  of  promoting  the 
efficiency  and  prosperity  of  both  institutions. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governors  in  December, 
1866,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  inquire  and  report  upon  the 
expediency  of  procuring  a  new  site  for  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
beyond  the  city  limits.  The  great  changes  in  the  occupation  and 
condition  of  the  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Asylum,  and  the 
improvements  projected  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Central  Park, 
involving  a  portion  of  the  Asylum  grounds,  very  plainly  indicated 
that  the  present  site  of  the  Asylum  would  soon  cease  to  be  eligible 
for  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  that  the  immediate  selection  of 
a  more  suitable  location  had  become  an  imperative  duty.  In  pur- 
suance of  the  recommendations  of  the  special  committee,  the  Society 
of  the  New  York  Hospital  purchased  in  January,  1868,  a  farm  at 
White  Plains,  Westchester  County,  consisting  of  about  300  acres. 
The  land  is  regarded  as  eminently  suitable  for  the  uses  to  which  it 
will  be  dedicated  as  soon  as  the  Board  can  adopt  ways  and  means 
for  the  erection  of  appropriate  buildings  for  the  reception  of  patients. 

For  more  than  ten  years  past  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society 
has  excited  the  constant  and  earnest  solicitude  of  this  Board.  In 
1857  the  State  annuity  of  twenty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
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ceased  by  its  own  limitation,  and  was  not  renewed.  The  immediate 
result  was  that  the  annual  expenditures  of  this  institution  were  greatly 
in  excess  of  its  receipts.  Efforts  to  obtain  donations  from  the  Le- 
gislature of  the  State,  from  the  Corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
were  zealously  and  repeatedly  made.  The  State  responded  for  a 
few  years  with  a  diminished  and  inadequate  appropriation,  while 
the  Corporation  of  the  city  refused  any  aid  whatever.  It  became 
obvious,  therefore,  that  if  this  society  were  desirous  of  prosecuting 
its  charitable  work  on  a  scale  in  any  proper  degree  proportioned  to 
its  past  efforts  and  inherent  ability,  some  policy  in  regard  to  its 
valuable  real  estate  occupied  by  the  Hospital  buildings  should 
be  adopted,  with  a  view  to  obtain  from  it,  or  the  proceeds  of  it,  a 
yearly  income  adequate  for  the  present  and  prospective  operations 
of  the  institution.  After  careful  and  protracted  investigation  and 
mature  consideration,  the  Board  of  Governors,  in  the  month  of 
October,  1868,  resolved  that  it  was  expedient  to  lease  the  land  now 
occupied  by  the  Hospital  buddings,  bounded  by  Broadway,  Church, 
Worth,  and  Duane  streets,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  carry 
this  resolution  into  effect.  The  Board  confidently  express  the 
opinion  that  the  foregoing  measures  will  be  productive  of  increased 
vigor  in  the  administration  of  the  trust  committed  to  their  care.

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The  deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  consumption  in  three 
cases,  to  general  paralysis  in  two,  to  apoplexy  in  one.  to  puerperal 
mania  in  one,  to  epilepsy  in  one,  to  pneumonia  in  two,  to  chronic 
dysentery  in  one,  to  acute  mania  in  three,  to  the  exhaustion  of 
chronic  mania  and  advanced  age  in  five,  and  to  suicide  by  wounds 
in  one. 

Horace  K.  Wheeler,  M.  D.,  late  Assistant  Physician  of  the  Asy- 
lum, died  May  7th,  1868,  of  pulmonary  consumption,  after  a  painful 
and  lingering  illness.  Previous  to  his  appointment  in  this  Institu- 
tion in  August,  1866,  Dr.  "Wheeler  had  occupied  a  similar  position 
in  the  Asylum  of  Kings  County,  New  York,  and  had  also  servi  d 
very  efficiently  in  the  United  States  Navy,  as  Assistant  Surgeon, 
daring  the  late  civil  war. 

Edward  E.  Porter,  M.  D.,  the  present  Assistant  Physician,  was 
formerly  connected  with  the  Betreat  for  the  Insane  at  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  and  has  shown  commendable  intelligence  and  diligence 
in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Beyond  the  above  concise  statement,  the  history  of  the  Asylum 
during  the  past  year  has  presented  no  novelty  calling  lor  special 
notice.  The  average  number  of  patients  has  been,  at  all  times,  as 
large  as  the  buildings  could  comfortably  accommodate. 

The  usual  means  of  fulfilling  its  proper  purposes  have  been  main- 
tained at  the  usual  standard,  and  employed  with  average  succ<  ss. 
Those  limitations  to  greater  usefulness,  which  have  been  pointed 
out  in  previous  annual  reports,  still  exist,  arising  chiefly  from  insuffi- 
cient and  not  wholly  satisfactory  accommodations  in  the  male 
department. 

These  embarrassments  must  be  borne  with  while  the  Asylum  re- 
mains on  its  present  site,  but  the  time  of  their  disappearance  can  be 
already  foreseen.     The  purchase,  by  your  Board,  of  the  large  and 
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eligible  property  at  White  Plains,  for  eventual  occupation  by  the 
Asylum,  justifies  the  hope  that  at  no  very  distant  clay  the  patients 
committed  to  jour  care  will  be,  in  all  respects,  as  well  accommodated 
as  those  of  any  institution  in  the  country.  I  congratulate  all  inter- 
ested in  the  insane  who  may  be  occupants  of  your  future  Institution, 
that  so  large  a  demesne — three  hundred  acres — has  been  secured 
for  their  abode. 

Ample  space,  with  complete  privacy  when  necessary,  must  be  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  most  essential  requirements  of  such  an  institu- 
tion ;  and  although  a  location  on  the  Hudson  river  would  have 
been  preferable  to  an  inland  one,  coidd  it  have  combined  other 
requisites  with  its  beautiful  scenery,  I  cannot  doubt  that  the  pro- 
perty finally  purchased  was  preferable  for  our  purposes  to  any  other 
examined  by  the  Committee.  It  combines  advantages  which  could 
not,  perhaps,  have  been  found  conjoined  elsewhere.  Its  easy  acces- 
sil  »ility,  its  proximity  to  the  railroad  station  and  to  a  large  village, 
its  central  position  with  reference  to  the  communities  to  be  accom- 
modated, its  copious  supply  of  water  and  the  reputed  healthfulness 
of  the  region,  its  command  of  a  diversity  of  roads  for  agreeable  ex- 
cursions, and  finally,  its  ample  extent,  which  will  effectually  shut 
out  obnoxious  encroachments,  besides  securing  all  classes  of  patients 
great  range  for  exercise  without  exposure  to  public  curiosity — all 
unite  to  commend  it,  and  to  justify  the  gratulations  of  those  most 
conversant  with  the  needs  and  the  treatment  of  the  insane.  If  the 
site  lacks^  those  attractions,  both  for  the  well  and  for  invalids,  which 
are  associated  with  water  views,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  both 
the  Hudson  river  and  Long  Island  Sound  are  within  easy  carriage 
drive  by  good  and  pleasant  roads,  and  that  an  institution  like  yours 
should  possess  a  sufficient  number  of  vehicles  to  insure  the  benefit 
of  such  excursions  to  patients  who  may  properly  appreciate  them. 

The  place  itself  can  also  be  made  very  agreeable  by  a  judicious 
system  of  landscape  gardening,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  local 
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climate  of  the  interior  would   permit   more  out-door   exercise   in 
winter  than  would  be  prudent  on  the  water-side. 

The  suitable  preparation  of  such  a  property  for  the  home  of  a 
large  household  of  invalids,  and  the  construction  of  the  Home  itself, 
is  a  problem  which  may  well  task  the  wisdom,  the  ingenuity,  and 
the  patience  of  any  Board  of  Trustees.  The  responsibility  it  in- 
volves is  certainly  uot  a  light  one,  in  view  of  the  great  progress 
made  in  this  department  of  philanthropy  and  of  the  reasonable 
criticism  to  wrhich  even  benevolent  enterprises  are  consequently 
liable. 

Hoping  that  the  blessing  of  Providence,  which  has  so  visibly 
marked  the  history  of  your  Asylum  iu  the  past,  may  continue  to 
rest  upon  its  future  career,

The  following  abstract  statement  shows  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures from  all  sources  and  on  all  accounts,  under  their  respective  heads, 
during  the  year  1869.

GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 


The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  as  medical  or  surgical  patients,  during  the  year  1869, 
was  1,645.    The  average  daily  number  has  been  132, 


From  January  1,  1869,  to  May  26,  the  date  of  removal  from  the 
Main  House,  and  transfer  of  patients  to  the  South  House,  the  daily 
average  number  of  patients  was  171;  and  from  May  27,  1869,  to  D<  - 
cember  31,  during  which  period  the  reception  and  treatment  of  patients 
was  confined  to  the  South  House  alone,  the  daily  average  was  102. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  the  31st  of  December, 

1868,  was  228,  and  there  were  admitted  during  the  year  1869,  1,417.

The  practice  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  presents  the  following 
results : 


The  number  of  weeks  occupied  by  diseased  seamen  was  65 /^V  per 
cent,  in  proportion  to  the  other  classes,  against  62T2TI°0  in  the  year  1868. 
Of  the  whole  number  of  patients  under  actual  treatment,  8-fips  per  cent, 
died;  or,  taking  the  ratio  of  mortality  on  all  discharged,  as  is  done  in 
some  similar  statistics,  8-^~%  per  cent.  died.  Of  the  deaths  50  per  cent, 
were  surgical  cases,  and  50  per  cent,  medical.  The  amount  of  cures 
out  of  the  number  discharged,  including  deaths,  shows  a  proportion  of 
73  per  cent,  discharged  cured,  exclusive  of  about  13  per  cent,  more  dis- 
charged as  relieved  for  the  time. 


Of  the  cases  under  treatment  in  1869,  903  were  surgical,  and  742 
medical — being  about  55  per  cent,  of  the  former  to  45  per  cent,  of  the 
latter.  On  all  cases  treated,  deducting  the  49  cases  of  sudden  deaths, 
the  proportion  of  deaths  was  about  2^-  of  surgical  to  about  9TV\r  per 
cent,  of  medical  cases.  Of  the  903  surgical  cases  of  the  last  year,  256 
were  from  injuries  arising  from  sudden  casualties. 

An  analysis  hereto  annexed  sets  forth,  in  tabular  form,  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Hospital  in  respect  to  these  several  classes  of  patients,  and 
also  to  other  matters  of  interest.     (See  page  28.) 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  are  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  The  Library  contains  8,240  volumes,  136  of  which  have  been 
added  during  the  past  year.  In  respect  of  the  variety  and  value  of  its 
standard  works  on  medicine  and  surgery,  it  is  second  only  to  the 
Library  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  Philadelphia — the  most  extensive 
collection  in  the  United  States  in  this  department  of  medical  literature. 
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During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  lost  by  death  two  of  the  most 

esteemed  and  distinguished  members  of  the  Board  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons — Dr.  Alexander  H.  Stevens,  who  died  on  the  30th  of  March, 
and  Dr.  Thomas  Cock,  who  died  on  the  14th  of  June. 

Dr.  Stevens  served  the  Hospital  as  Attending  Surgeon  from  1817  to 
1839,  and  as  Consulting  Surgeon  from  1839  to  the  date  of  his  death. 
Dr.  Cock  performed  the  duties  of  Attending  Physician  from  1819  to  1834, 
and  of  Consulting  Physician  from  1834  to  the  close  of  his  life.  Their 
lives  were  long,  honorable,  and  useful,  and  this  Board,  mindful  of  their 
protracted  and  valued  services  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  desire  to  render  this  imperfect  but  sincere  tribute  to 
their  memory. 

In  October,  18G8,  the  Board  of  Governors  resolved  to  lease  the  land 
then  occupied  by  the  Hospital  Buildings,  bounded  by  Broadway. 
Church,  Worth,  and.  Duane  streets,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
carry  this  resolution  into  effect.  In  the  month  of  March  last,  about 
one-half  of  this  land  was  disposed  of  upon  ground  rent  at  satisfactory 
prices;  and  in  May  the  Main  Building  and  North  House  were  vacated, 
the  lessees  having  taken  possession  of  the  land  occupied  by  ti 
buildings.  By  the  terms  of  the  leases  the  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  were  authorized  to  continue  hospital  treatment  in  the  South 
House  until  February,  1870,  and  no  longer.  Since  the  26th  of  May 
last  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  have  been  confined  to  the  South 
House,  a  fact  which  accounts  for  the  reduction  of  the  average  number 
of  patients,  from  171  previous  to  that  date,  to  102. 

Some  time  must  elapse  before  the  d  y  arrangements  for  eon- 

ducting  the  operations  of  the  ( leiieral  Hospital  can  be  devised  and  com- 
pleted ;  but  meanwhile  the  Hoard  will  endeavor  to  make  provision  for 
ti:-'  relief  of  those  requiring  hospital  assistance,  upon  a  scale  consistent 
with  the  present  ability  of  the  Society. 
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BLOOMINGDALE   ASYLUM. 


The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1868,  was  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven ;  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  one  hundred  and 
forty,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  patients  during 
the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  were 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  females.

D  wight  K.  Burrell,  M.  D.,  formerly  of  the  New  York  City  Insane 
Asylum,  was  appointed  Second  Assistant  Physician  in  May  last. 

Annexed  are  statements  showing  the  general  disbursements  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  current  year,  ending  December  31,  1869,  and  a  statis- 
tical history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  devoted  to  private  patients 
only.     (See  pages  22  and  23.) 

Apart  from  the  two  cases  of  Habeas  Corpus  referred  to  by  the 
Physician-in-Chief  of  the  Asylum,  in  his  Annual  Keport,  hereto  an- 
nexed (see  p.  15),  nothing  has  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  Institution 
during  the  past  year  that  demands  special  notice.  The  average  number 
of  patients  exceeded  that  of  the  year  ending  December  31,  1868,  and 
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their  treatment  has  been  attended  with  about  the  average  results 
former  years.  Dr.  Brown's  statement  of  the  facts  connected  with  the 
admission  and  discharge  of  the  two  patients  whose  confinement  at  the 
Asylum  was  made  the  subject  of  judicial  investigation  under  writs  of 
Habeas  Corpus,  is  so  ample,  and  his  discussion  of  the  principles  in- 
volved is  so  lucid  and  conclusive,  that  it  only  remains  foi  this  Board  to 
state,  in  this  connection,  that  they  entirely  approve  of  the  course  pur- 
sued by  Dr.  Brown  in  relation  to  the  patients  referred  to,  considering 
his  conduct  to  have  been  eminently  discreet  and  humane,  and  entirely 
within  the  limits  of  his  legal  obligations  to  the  patients  and  the  public. 
The  administration  of  the  Asylum  has  always  been  prosecuted  under 
rules  and  regulations  that  afford  ample  protection  against  unjustifiable 
restraint,  and  these  rules  and  regulations  have  been  invariably  practised 
and  enforced.  The  Board  of  Governors  are  confident  that  the  more 
generally  the  management  of  the  Blooming  ■laic  Asylum  is  known,  the 
better  will  the  administration  of  its  functions  be  appreciated  and  ap- 
proved. 

In  concluding  their  Animal  Beport,  the  Board  of  Governors  desire 
to  refer,  briefly,  to  the  causes  which  have,  in  their  opinion,  rendered 
necessary  the  removal  of  the  Hospital  from  the  site  so  long  occupied 
on  Broadway. 

By  reference  to  their  Annual  Reports  since  1857,  when  the  State  ap- 
propriation of  $22, 500  ceased  by  its  own  limitation,  it  will  be  ascertained 
that  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  Hospital  has  been  a  subject  of  con- 
stant and  serious  consideration,  and  one  which  has  excited  the  most 
earnest  solicitude.  The  income  of  the  Hospital  had  been  derived  solely 
from  four  sources,  viz.: 

1.  Animal  grants  from  the  State. 

2.  Donations  from  individuals  and  bequests. 

3.  Receipts  from  paying  patients. 

4.  Two  mortgages  yielding  an  annual  interest  of  $61.60. 
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The  annual  State  appropriation  had  ceased ;  donations  and  bequests 
were  always  uncertain,  and  had  been  rendered  still  more  so  by  a  general 
conviction  of  that  portion  of  the  community  sympathizing  with  the 
humane  objects  of  the  Hospital,  that  the  valuable  lard  occupied  by 
the  Hospital  buildings  should  be  made  to  yield  income  for  the  support 
of  the  Hospital  in  some  other  location.  The  receipts  from  patients 
were  much  below  the  cost  of  their  support,  and  the  annual  excess  of 
expenditures  over  receipts  horn  all  sources  continued  to  be  about 
$25,000.  Meanwhile  the  number  of  those  requiring  hospital  treatment 
was  constantly  increasing  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  and  each 
succeeding  year  found  this  corporation  with  an  accumulating  debt,  and 
diminished  resources  for  supplying  the  accommodation  and  treatment 
demanded  by  the  exigencies  of  the  poor.  Sufferers  from  casualties  re- 
quiring immediate  relief  have  always  been  received  without  regard  to 
their  ability  to  pay  the  usual  rate  of  board ;  but  other  applicants, 
unable  to  pay  anything  for  their  support,  if  they  could,  without  detri- 
ment, go  or  be  sent  elsewhere  for  treatment,  have  been  refused  admis- 
sion, solely  because  the  Hospital  had  not  the  means  to  furnish  gratui- 
tous treatment,  except  to  the  exceptional  cases  above  specified. 

For  several  years  the  Legislature  of  the  State  responded  to  the 
urgent  appeals  of  the  Hospital,  with  a  reduced  appropriation,  and 
since  I860  no  further  State  aid  has  been  granted.  The  Common  Coun- 
cil of  the  city  of  New  York  refused  to  grant  any  pecuniary  assistance 
whatever.  Applications  to  individuals  for  donations  met  with  only  par- 
tial success,  although  upwards  of  $80,000  was  realized  from  this  source 
in  the  year  1864.  Subsequent  efforts  to  obtain  private  contributions  were 
fruitless,  the  duty  of  utilizing  the  Hospital  grounds  for  purposes  of  in- 
come being  considered  and  urged  by  former  contributors  as  paramount 
to  that  of  continuing  to  supply  the  lower  portion  of  the  city  with  hos- 
pital relief ;  and  because  of  the  alleged  neglect  of  this  Society  to  dis- 
pose, by  lease  or  otherwise,  of  the  ground  occupied  for  hospital  purposes, 
contributions  were  refused.  The  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors for  the  last  teu  years  will  show  that  the  absorbing  theme  of  dis- 
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cussion  and  investigation  has  been  to  devise  means  for  the  permanent 
increase  of  revenue,  a^  in  order  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital 
to  a  larger  number  of  the  sick  and  injured ;  and  that  the  leasing  of  the 
lands  on  Broadway,  Worth,  Church,  and  Duane  streets,  was  finally 
adopted  with  reluctance,  as  the  only  means  adequate  to  solve  the 
problem.  To  have  continued  even  the  restricted  operations  of  the 
Hospital,  in  the  face  of  accumulating  indebtedness  and  increas- 
ing demand  for  gratuitous  hospital  treatment,  with  no  ascertained  or 
probable  source  of  additional  annual  income,  woidd  have  subjected 
this  Board  to  the  well-merited  censure  of  your  honorable  body  and  this 
community. 

Such  are  the  circumstances  and  motives  which  controlled  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  in  respect  to  the  old  Hospital  grounds,  and 
in  the  light  of  these  facts  they  are  willing  to  be  judged. 

The  Board  are  sensible  of  the  heavy  responsibility  that  rests  upon 
them  to  administer  then*  trust  judiciously,  liberally,  and  economically, 
and  are  confident  that  their  next  Annual  Report  will  make  manift  st 
that  their  sympathies  and  energy  have  been  successfully  devoted  to 
perpetuating  and  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  important  charity 
under  their  charge.

Of  those  discharge!  improved,  a  number  were  evidently  convalescent, 
of  whom  seven  are  known  to  have  entirely  recovered  at  their  homes. 
Among  those  not  improved  were  also  seven  individuals  who,  for  various 
reasons,  but  mainly  because  of  limited  means,  were  removed  to  other 
asylums. 

The  deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  consumption  in  two  c 
to  general  paralysis  in  four ;  to  apoplexy  in  six ;  to  acute  mania  in 
three ;  to  the  exhaustion  of  chronic  mania  and  advanced  age  in  six  : 
to  marasmus  in  two  ;  to  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  in  one  ;  to  suicide 
by  suspension  in  one  ;  to  abscess  of  the  brain  in  one  ;  and  to  disease  of 
the  heart — atrophy  and  incompetence  of  the  mitral  valves — in  one. 

Four  of  the  patients  who  died  were  over  seventy  years  of  age.  Six 
others  had  been  in  the  asylum  less  than  two  weeks  at  the  time  of 
death.  The  average  number  of  patients  resident  was  higher  than  dur- 
ing the  previous  year. 

Dwight  K.  Burrell,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  Second  Assistant  Physician 
to  the  Asylum  in  May  last,  having  previously  held  a  similar  position  in 
the  New  York  City  Asylum.  His  former  experience  and  his  assiduity 
have  made  him  a  valuable  officer. 

During  the  course  of  the  past  year  two  patients  were  discharged 
from  the  asylum  by  order  of  Court,  after  nominal  examination,  under 
process  of  Habeas  Corpus.  In  these  eases  application  for  the  writ 
was  made  by  persons  having  no  kindred  with,  nor  permanent  inten  st 
in,  the  patients  themselves.  Through  the  same  agency,  and  by  means 
of  newspaper  communications,  public  attention  was  attracted  to  the 
proceedings,  regardless  of  the  best  welfare  of  the  party  most  nearly 
affected.  The  proceedings  were  even  incorrectly  reported  in  the  daily 
press,  and  certain  journals,  finding  a  convenient  pretext  in  these  per- 
verted reports,  put  forth  grave  homilies  upon  the  dangers  to  unoffend- 
ing citizens  from  modern  "  lettres-de-cachet,"  and  upon  the  mysteries 
of  mad-houses.      No  public   response    thereto   was   made   by   any  one 
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representing  the  Institution,  and  it  is  possible  that  some  individuals, 
who  accept  anonymous  and  vehement  assertions  as  reliable  evidence, 
may  have  been  led  to  believe  that  yom  Asylum  could  be  used  to  confine 
sane  persons,  whose  relatives  might  mistakenly  imagine  them  deranged, 
or  maliciously  declare  them  to  be  so  for  some  improper  purpose. 
Among  other  allegations,  it  was  charged  that  hospitals  for  the  insane 
sometimes  detain  persons  not  dangerous,  for  purposes  of  gain,  and  it 
was  intimated  that  such  motive  might  influence  the  management  at 
Bloomingdale,  where  nearly  one-half  of  all  the  patients  are  supported 
for  less  than  cost,  and  where,  by  the  generous  contributions  of  its 
Governors,  numbers  of  insane  persons  have  been  restored  to  health,  who, 
but  for  such  aid,  would  have  become  incurable  and  permanent  burdens 
to  their  families  or  to  the  State. 

Another  imputation  was  that  of  releasing  patients  from  custody  in 
anticipation  of  a  hearingupon  writ  oiHaheas  Corpus,  because  thepecuniary 
interests  of  the  Institution  might  be  injuriously  affected  by  public  exam- 
ination of  those  persons,  whereas  the  real  motive  for  such  cause  was  a 
desire  to  screen  those  committed  to  our  care  from  exposure  to  general 
curiosity  and  remark.  The  truth  respecting  the  two  patients  referred  to, 
is,  that  in  both  instances  the  fact  of  insanity  had  been  determined  by 
numerous  disinterested  witnesses,  and  that  all  the  requirements  of  the 
law  had  been  complied  with,  before  the  patients  were  brought  here. 
In  each  case  the  family  of  the  affected  person  were  actuated  by  the  best 
possible  motives,  and  it  is  also  probable  that  human  life  would  have 
been  endangered,  in  each  case,  by  neglect  to  take  the  course  adopted. 

Of  the  judicial  examination  as  to  the  insanity  of  these  persons,  it  may 
not  be  improper  to  say,  that  the  legal  aspects  of  the  question  were  the 
only  ones  considered  ;  the  medical  conditions  being  wholly  ignored  or 
subordinated.  The  only  test  deemed  essential  for  deciding  whether  the 
patient  was  of  unsound  mind,  or  in  a  condition  to  go  at  large,  was  that 
of  probable  danger  to  life  in  the  event  of  his  discharge  from  custody. 
The  Governors  and  officers  of  the  Institution  could,  of  course,  have 
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ho  partisan  interest  in  such  examinations.  Hence.,  whatever  objection 
to  the  patient's  discharge  was  made  in  either  case,  came  from  the  rela- 
tives of  the  subject.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  no  censure  could 
reasonably  attach  to  the  Institution,  and  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  not  a 
single  individual  having  a  relative  or  friend  in  our  charge  expressed  the 
slightest  distrust  of  our  management,  notwithstanding  the  misrepresen- 
tations referrred  to. 

The  assumption  by  a  few  journals  that  more  stringent  laws  than  those 
now  existing  are  needed  to  prevent  unjust  confinement  of  persons  in 
insane  hospitals,  need  not  be  combated  here,  because  the  practice  and 
the  intention  at  Bloomingdale  is  to  comply  with  the  laws,  whatever 
they  may  be  ;  but  those  most  familiar  with  this  subject  know  that  tin- 
laws  are  already  so  stringent  as  frequently  to  discourage  resort  to  the 
best  method  of  caring  for  persons  attacked  by  insanity,  until  the  period 
of  curability  has  passed  away. 

As  to  the  probability  of  improper  admission  or  detention  of  sane 
persons  in  an  Institution  which  neither  seeks  pecuniary  profits,  noi 
even  to  defray  all  its  expenses  by  receipts  from  patients,  it  is  too 
shadowy  to  merit  serious  discussion  anywhere;  but,  if  the  prejudices 
natural  to  ignorance  and  superstition  occasionally  find  lodgment  in 
minds  which  cannot  justly  plead  such  excuse,  the  best  efforts  of  phi- 
lanthropy and  of  medical  science  are  also  liable  to  be  occasionally 
thwarted  by  the  authority  of  law,  which  esteems  the  maintenance  of  its 
own  principles  as  of  more  importance  than  the  health  or  life  of  an 
isolated  individual.  I  am  not  unconscious  of  the  tendency  of  profes- 
sional bias,  and  do  not  undervalue  the  necessity  for  a  jealous  regard  on 
the  part  of  the  law  for  the  personal  liberty  <<i  all  citizens,  nor  the  need 
of  careful,  frequent,  and  disinterested  supervision  of  all  institutions  for 
the  care  and  treatment- of  the  insane,  (hi  the  contrary.  I  deem  such 
supervision  essential,  alike  for  the  welfare  of  insane  patients  and  for  the 
encouragement  ami  protection  of  their  guardians,  and  believe  it  should 
he  made  universal  by  legislative  authority. 
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In  reference,  however,  to  the  danger  of  improper  confinement  of 
persons  in  insane  hospitals,  I  am  fortunately  able  to  quote  the  views 
of  a  jurist  of  a  neighboring  State,  as  expressed  in  a  recent  decision 
upon  a  case  of  Habeas  Corpus,  precisely  similar  to  those  under  con- 
sideration. Application  having  been  made  in  December  last,  for  the 
discharge  of  an  insane  patient  from  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  at  Philadelphia,  the  Court,  Judge  Ludlow,  said  : 

"  We  have  spoken  of  a  Hospital  for  the  Insane  as  a  home  for  the 
"  sick  and  not  a  prison,  and  in  giving  an  interpretation  to  the  law, 
"  this  thought  must  not  be  overlooked.  This  Institution  is  like,  in 
"  many  respects,  other  public  charities ;  but,  inasmuch  as  its  patients 
"  are  afflicted  with  a  subtle  and  peculiar  disease,  its  powers,  in  prac- 
"  tice,  exceed  that  of  other  asylums,  in  that,  while  it  treats  disease,  it 
"  must  of  necessity  exercise  restraint.  There  are  three  reasons  why  this 
"  should  be  so  :  First,  because  the  anxiety  and  distress  of  family  and 
"  friends  are  thus  alleviated ;  secondly,  because  the  community  is  there- 
"  by  protected  ;  and  thirdly,  because  the  patient  is  guarded  and  cared 
"  for,  and,  it  may  be,  cured.  When  it  appears  by  any  evidence  that  a 
"  person  has  been  sent  to  the  Asylum  from  a  corrupt  motive,  or  is  un- 
"  necessarily  restrained  of  his  or  her  liberty,  then  indeed  the  potent 
"  agency  of  the  great  writ  cannot  be  too  speedily  invoked  ;  but  when, 
"  in  any  case,  it  appears  that  no  motive  exists,  except  the  kindest  and 
"  most  benevolent,  for  the  separation  of  one  member  of  the  family  from 
"  all  the  rest,  or  of  an  individual  from  society,  the  Court  ought  to  act 
"  with  the  greatest  delicacy  and  care,  before,  by  discharging  the  patient, 
"  it  inflicts  what  in  many  cases  proves  to  be  irreparable  injury.  My 
"  own  individual  experience  upon  this  bench  justifies  this  remark  ;  for 
"  while  a  premature  discharge  has,  in  one  instance  at  least,  caused  the 
"  most  disastrous  results,  in  many  cases  the  advice  of  the  eminent 
"Superintendent  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital  has  proved  to  have 
"  been  of  the  wisest  and  most  beneficent  character,  and  a  disregard  of 
"  it  has  been  attended  with  nothing  but  unmixed  injury."

I  trust  the  groat  length  to  which  I  have  extended  remark  upon  the 
above  subject  will  not  be  deemed  excessive  in  view  of  our  late  experience 
of  its  importance,  nor  the  extract  from  Judge  Ludlow's  judicious  com- 
ments be  thought  inappropriate  in  this  communication.  Judge  Lud- 
low's decision  and  remarks,  if  published  at  length,  conjointly  with  the 
annual  reports  of  this  and  other  Asylums  for  the  Insane,  during  the 
current  year,  would  probably  do  much  good  in  removing  injurious  pre- 
judice and  in  establishing  public  confidence  in  a  class  of  valuable  phil- 
anthropic institutions.  Those  institutions  and  their  officers  are  liable 
to  misapprehension  and  unjust  criticism  from  various  sources  and  for 
various  reasons.  The  relation  of  the  officers  to  those  under  their  charge 
often  compels  them  to  observe  persistent  silence  under  strong  provoca- 
tion to  speak  or  write  in  self-defence.  This  is  an  obligation  of  profes- 
sional duty,  and  must  be  observed  to  the  point  at  which  personal  or 
professional  honor  becomes  involved.  Having  maintained  silence 
hitherto,  despite  public  demands  for  explanation,  relative  to  the  e 
which  called  forth  these  remarks,  I  have  ventured  to  express  myself 
fully  to  your  Board,  as  the  authority  to  which  I  am  responsible  for  my 
official  management. 

That  tlie  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  the  Institution  has  been  equal 
to  its  previous  history,  the  Board  of  Governors  will  have  had  sufficient 
evidence  from  their  own  frequent  and  thorough  examinations,  made 
each  week  throughout  the  year.  In  such  supervision  by  Trustees  cm- 
posed  of  the  best  class  of  citizens,  the  community  have  the  most  reli- 
able guarantee  against  unjust  confinement  of  persons  erroneously  sup- 
posed to  be  insane,  and  against  unreasonable  delay  in  discharging  those 
who  have  recovered;  and  likewise  equal  security  for  the  humane  treat- 
ment of  all  confided  to  its  care. 

If  the  institution  were  better  known,  bj  personal  examination,  to 
the  members  of  the  Judiciary  and  to  those  who  seek  to  enlighten  the 
public  mind  through  the  press,  it  would  probably  be  more  often  praised 

than  censured  for  its  efforts  to  avert  mental  ruin,  and  the  long  tram  oi 
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wretchedness  to  individuals  and  families,  which  too  often  follows  upon 
incurable  mental  disease.  But,  under  any  circumstances,  through  good 
report  and  through  evil  report,  it  must  continue  its  beneficent  wort, 
trusting  that  in  the  future,  as  during  its  past  history  of  over  hah  a  cen- 
tury, those  who  shall  know  most  of  its  purposes  and  its  administration 
will  appreciate  and  approve  them  accordingly.

In  accordance  with  the  condition  of  the  leases  upon  ground  rent 
of  about  one  half  of  the  Hospital  land  between  Duane,  Worth, 


8 

Church  streets  and  Broadway,  the  South  House,  to  which  the 
operations  of  the  General  Hospital  had  been  confined  since  the 
26th  of  May,  1869,  was  vacated  by  patients  on  the  19th  of  February, 
1870.  The  whole  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefits  of 
the  New  York  Hospital,  as  medical  or  surgical  patients,  from  January 
1,  1870,  to  February  19,  1870,  was  132.  The  average  daily  number 
in  the  house,  up  to  that  time,  was  62.

The  number  of  weeks  occupied  by  diseased  seamen  was  61 
per  cent,  in  proportion  to  the  other  classes,  against  65^      in  they,  ar 


1869.  Of  the  whole  number  of  patients  under  actual  treatment, 
7TVo  per  cent.  died.  Of  the  deaths,  40  per  cent,  were  surgical  cases, 
aud  60  per  cent,  medical.  The  amount  of  cures  out  of  the  number 
discharged,  including  deaths,  shows  a  proportion  of  64  per  cent, 
discharged  cured,  exclusive  of  about  23  per  cent,  more  discharged 
as  relieved  for  the  time. 

Of  the  cases  under  treatment  in  1870,  80  were  surgical,  and  52 
medical— being  about  61  per  cent,  of  the  former  to  39  per  cent,  of 
the  latter.  On  all  cases  treated,  deducting  the  4  cases  of  sudden 
deaths,  the  proportion  of  deaths  was  about  n/V  of  surgical  to  about 
11  per  cent,  of  medical  cases.  Of  the  80  surgical  cases,  11  were 
from  injuries  arising  from  sudden  casualties. 

An  analysis  hereto  annexed  sets  forth,  in  tabular  form,  the 
operations  of  the  Hospital  in  respect  to  these  several  classes  of 
patients,  and  also  to  other  matters  of  interest.     (See  page  20.) 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  are  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  The  Library  contains  8,431  volumes,  192  of  which 
have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  lost  by  death  Dr.  Thaddeus 
M.  Halsted,  who  died  July  26,  1870.  He  was  appointed  Walker  to 
the  Hospital  in  1838,  Attending  Surgeon  in  1851,  and  in  1865,  upon 
resigning  this  latter  office,  was  elected  Consulting  Surgeon.  In  all 
his  relations  to  the  Hospital  he  was  distinguished  for  his  profes- 
sional knowledge  and  skill  and  the  zealous  discharge  of  his  duties  ; 
and  as  a  general  practitioner  and  citizen  he  was  justly  esteemed. 
His  death  was  sincerely  deplored  by  this  Institution,  the  medical 
profession,  and  the  communitv  at  large. 


BLOOMINGDALE    ASYLUM. 


The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloorningdale  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1870,  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-one ;  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  one 
hundred  and  fifty-three,  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and 
fourteen  patients  during  the  past  year.

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Among  those  who  left  in  an  improved  state  of  mental  health, 
but  before  being  wholly  restored,  a  considerable  number  eventually 
recovered  entirely  at  home. 

The  deaths  were  attributable  to  apoplexy  in  one  case,  to  acute 
mania  in  eight,  to  the  exhaustion  incident  to  chronic  mania  and  its 
complications  in  six,  to  pulmonary  consumption  in  one,  to  puerperal 
mania  in  one,  to  pneumonia  in  one,  to  dysentery  in  one,  to  paralytic 
affections  in  two,  and  in  one  case  each  to  specific  cachexia,  tubercul- 
ous tumor  of  the  brain,  abscess  cf  the  brain,  suicide  by  suspension, 
prostration  from  burns,  and  exhaustion  from  prolonged  abstinence. 

'Ten  of  those  who  died  had  been  in  the  Asylum  less  than  two 
weeks,  and  two  others  less  than  three  weeks.  Two  others  were 
over  seventy  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  admissions  during  the  year  has  been  somewhat 
larger  than  usual,  though  the  average  number  of  residents  has  been 
rather  less  than  last  year. 

The  benevolent  character  of  the  Institution  has  been  specially 
shown  by  the  admission  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  pati 
at  rates  of  board  below  the  cost  of  their  support,  whereby  very 
many  respectable  indigent  persons  have  received  much  more  com- 
fortable care  than  they  could  have  had  elsewhere.  Charity  could 
not  manifest  itself  in  a  worthier  or  more  useful  manner  than  in  the 
provision  of  a  permanent  fund  for  the  partial  aid  of  this  class  of 
sufferers  from  mental  derangement. 

In  June  of  the  present  year,  1871,  will  be  completed  the  fiftieth 
year  of  the  Institution  in  its  present  location.  During  its  existence 
here  over  six  thousand  patients  have  received  the  benefit  of  its  care, 
of  whom  more  than  two  thousand  are  reported  as  having  recovered, 
and  about  an  equal  number  as  being  discharged  improved.  It  is 
obvious  that  an  Institution  which,  with  an  average  accommodation 
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of  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  patients,  during  the  most  of  the 
period  named,  has  afforded  such  an  amount  of  relief  to  the  most 
pitiable  form  of  human  malady,  must  be  as  beneficent  in  its  sphere, 
and  as  indispensable  in  a  large  community,  as  any  other  refuge  for 
misfortune  or  sickness,  and  as  well  deserving  of  the  encouragement 
and  fostering  care  of  benevolent  men. 

Trusting  that  ere  many  years  shall  pass  it  may  be  in  a  condition 
to  make  its  advantages  avadable  to  a  larger  proportion  of  persons 
of  moderate  means  than  has  been  hitherto  possible,  and  that  at  the 
same  time  its  accommodations  for  self-supporting  patients  may 
become  even  more  attractive  than  at  present.

FULLY PRESENT  THEIR  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  THE 
ESTABLISHMENTS    UNDER   THEIR   CHARGE. 

The  following  abstract  statement  shows  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures from  all  sources  and  on  all  accounts,  under  their  respective 
heads,  during  the  year  1871.

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The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  are  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition.  The  Library  contains  8,6G6  volumes,  235  of  which 
have  been  added  during  the  past  year. 

BLOOMINGDALE   ASYLUM. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  on  the  1st  da}-  of  January,  1871,  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five;  and  there  have  been  admit!  id  (hiring  the  y  tr  one 
hundred  and  forty-one.  making  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  six 
patients  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  forty-one  were 
males,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  females.

Annexed  are  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Physician-in-Chief  of  the 
Asylum  and  statements  showing  the  general  disbursements  of  the 
Asylum  for  the  current  ye  u\  ending  December  31,  1871,  and  a 
statistical  history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  established.  See 
pages  19,  20,  and  21.)  The  Report  of  the  Physician  affords  gratify- 
ing evidence  of  the  continued  usefulness  of  the  Institution  under 
his  immediate  charge. 


The  General  Hospital  operations  of  this  Institution  were  sus- 
pended on  the  19th  of  February,  1870,  by  reason  of  the  leasing  of 
the  Hospital  grounds  on  Broadway  for  business  purposes,  and  have 
not  as  yet  been  resumed. 

The  policy  of  this  Society,  as  expressed  by  resolutions  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  is  to  re-e&tablish  the  General  Hospital  on  its 
lands  at  Bloomingdale,  when  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  now  occu- 
pying these  grounds,  shall  have  been  transferred  to  White  Plains, 
where  an  appropriate  site  for  that  purpose  was  purchased  some 
years  since.  The  plans  for  suitable  Asylum  buildings  on  the  White 
Plains  land  are  now  under  consideration,  but  some  considerable 
time  must  elapse  before  they  can  be  executed,  and  a  large  expendi- 
ture will  be  required  for  this  important  object. 

Several  propositions  having  reference  to  an  earlier  l'esumption  of 
General  Hospital  treatment  than  the  present  policy  of  this  Society 
would  permit,  have  been  carefully  considered  ;  but  they  have  been 
severally  rejected  as  being  inconsistent  with  those  sound  principles 
of  action  which  had  constrained  the  Board  of  Governors  to  adopt 
the  course  above  indicated.  The  grand  and  beneficent  result  this 
Society  seeks  to  accomplish,  is  to  supply  to  the  deserving  poor  of 
the  city  of  New  York  hospital  accommodation  at  a  rate  of  compen- 
sation to  be  determined  by  the  -pecuniary  ability  of  each  applicant 
for  relief.  Any  plan  for  the  resumption  of  direct  hospital  work  by 
this  Society  which  involves  an  expenditure  for  hospital  site  and 
buildings,  that  would  necessarily  deprive  it  for  a  long  period  of  this 
application  of  its  annual  income  from  the  ground  rents  of  the  old 
Hospital  grounds,  is  fatally  defective. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  during  the  last  two  years  re- 
specting the  alleged  privation  of  the  sick  poor,  in  consequence  of 
the  temporary  suspension  of  Hospital  operations  by  this  Society. 
A  brief  examination  of  the  present  limited  Hospital  treatment  ex- 
tended to  that  class  of  this  community,  and  its  cause,  will,  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  refute  the  unfriendly  criticisms  of  those  whose  humane 
motives  entitle  their  conclusions  to  respectful  consideration. 
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Aside  from  Bellevue  Hospital,  a  public  institution  for  paupers 
and  operated  at  the  public  expense,  Hospital  accommodation  in 
this  city  for  the  industrious  poor  is  greatly  in  excess  of  its  use,  by 
reason  of  their  inability  to  pay  the  required  rate  of  board  in 
Hospitals,  and  the  lack  of  free  beds  provided  by  the  benevolent- 
Until  these  unoccupied  beds  are  made  available  for  this  class  of 
poor,  it  cannot  be  asserted,  with  truth,  that  there  is  any  present 
need  of  mere  Hospital  accommodation.  When  the  New  York  Hos- 
pital suspended  its  operations,  more  than  one-half  of  its  patients 
were  persons  admitted  upon  the  certificate  of  an  officer  of  the 
United  States  Customs,  as  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Unite  1 
States  Hospital  Fund,  and  the  Hospital  received  compensation  from 
the  United  States  Treasury  Department  under  a  contract.  Of  the 
remainder,  there  were  but  few  free  patients;  and  after  the  annual 
donation  from  the  State  was  withdrawn,  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
the  inability  of  the  Institution,  from  want  of  income,  to  extend 
gratuitous  treatment  to  numerous  and  worthy  applicants,  was  the 
cause  of  constant  and  painful  embarrassment.  With  an  accommo- 
dation of  550  beds,  it  was  hardly  more  than  half  filled,  including 
all  classes  of  patients.  Even  as  an  "Accident  Hospital,"'  so  called, 
it  had  ceased,  in  a  great  measivre,  to  fulfil  its  functions.  Men  an  1 
women,  suffering  from  acute  injuries,  were  hurried  by  its  doors  to 
Bellevue,  a  distance  of  several  miles,  although  the  Police  Depart- 
ment had  been  repeatedly  notified  that  such  cases  would  always  be 
received  by  the  New  York  Hospital  without  reference  to  compensa- 
tion. And  this  was  done  at  imminent  risk  to  the  patients  lite,  and 
oftentimes,  doubtless,  with  fatal  results.  Tins  novel  treatment  of 
"accident  cases"  was  initiated  when  Bellevue  Hospital  became  con- 
spicuous as  a  "School  of  Inst  nut  ion."  by  reason  of  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Medical  College  in  connection  with  the  Hospital. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  seems  obvious  that  the  privation  the  p  ior 
have  experienced  by  the  suspension  of  the  Hospital  operations  of 
this  Society,  has  been  greatly  exaggerated,  and  that  what  the  indus- 
trious sick  poor  of  this  city  most  need  is  fret  beds  rather  than  more 
Hospitals. 
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The  Board  of  Governors  have  now  under  consideration  the  expe- 
diency of  applying  a  portion  of  its  income  in  providing  Hospital 
treatment  for  the  poor  in  existing  Hospitals,  until  the  Society  is 
enabled  to  administer  direct  treatment,  and  of  establishing  a  House 
for  the  reception  aud  temporary  care  of  persons  suffering  from  sud- 
den injuries  or  acute  maladies.

The  deaths  were  attributed  as  follows  : 

To  inflammation  of  the  brain,  two;  pulmonary  consumption,  one  ; 
apoplexy,  three ;  softening  of  the  brain,  four  ;  disease  of  kidneys, 
one  ;  disease  of  heart,  one  ;  dysentery,  one  ;  chronic  diarrhoea,  two ; 
acute  mania,  two ;  suicide  by  suspension,  one ;  general  debility, 
three  ;  and  the  infirmities  of  age,  two. 

Three  of  those  who  died  had  been  in  the  Asylum  less  than  one 
week,  and  seven  others  less  than  three  weeks.  Nine  had  passed  the 
age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  to  one  who  died  at  eighty  two,  this 
house  had  been  a  home  for  forty  years. 

From  the  preceding  table  it  will  appear  that  the  need  for  this 
Asylum,  at  the  close  of  its  fiftieth  year,  is  still  as  urgent  as  in  the 
past,  and  that  its  former  usefulness,  as  shown  by  the  proportion  of 
patients  restored  to  mental  health,  has  been  fully  maintained. 

For  a  considerable  portion  of  the  year  the  number  of  patients  has 
exceeded  one  hundred  and  eighty,  the  departments  for  both  sexes 
being  filled  to  their  capacity;  and  at  the  present  time — January, 
1872 — there  is  an  excess  of  occupants  for  our  limit  of  comfortable 
accommodation. 

The  completion  of  half  a  century  since  the  Opening  of  the  Asylum 
may  properly  suggest  the  inquiry  whether  the  hopes  of  its  founders 
have  been  realized,  and  whether  it  has  worthily  fulfilled  the  bene- 
volent function  which  was  its  only  reason  for  existence,  as  well  as 
the  early  promise  of  those  who,  at  great  personal  effort,  and  in  the 
face  of  public  and  legislative  criticism,  persevered  to  final  success, 
and  completed  a  building  which,  it  is  safe  to  say,  has  not  been 
equalled  in  spaciousness  of  its  apartments  for  patients,  nor  iu 
solidity  and  excellence  of  workmanship,  by  any  other  erected  for 
the  same  purpose  in  this  country. 

What  were  the  hopes  and  predictions  of  those  founders  we  learn 
from  the  First  Annual  Keport  of  the  Asylum  Committee,  dated  "  1st 
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"month,  January,  1822,"  drafted  and  signed  by  Thomas  Eddy, 
chairman,  which  concludes  thus  : 

"The  Bloomingdale  Asylum  deserves  to  be  ranked  among  those 
"  establishments  of  the  age,  which  are  diminishing  in  a  broad  and 
"  liberal  scale  the  circle  of  human  suffering.  It  promises  relief  to 
"those  of  our  species  who  suffer  under  the  most  appalling  priva- 
"  tions.  It  promises  not  only  to  lessen  their  mental  agonies,  but  to 
"  restore  many  of  them  to  the  bosom  of  society,  to  their  former  use- 
"  fulness  and  to  the  affections  of  their  families  and  friends,  redeem- 
"  ed  from  a  calamity  the  most  awful  and  severe  which  can  befal 
"humanity.  We  cannot  but  hope  that  around  such  a  refuge  for 
"  suffering,  the  warmest  feelings  and  most  ardent  wishes  of  the 
"  public  will  centre.  It  becomes  us  to  go  forward  with  the  good 
"  work  we  have  commenced  with  fidelity  and  perseverance,  and  it 
"  becomes  a  Christian  community  to  hail  with  humble  confideTice 
"  the  success  of  our  effort." 

It  is  believed  that  the  hopes  and  promises  thus  set  forth  by  one 
who  may  be  called  the  creative  and  guiding  mind  of  this  Institution 
in  its  inception  and  infancy  will  be  shown  to  have  been  justified 
and  established  by  a  review  of  the  history  and  operations  of  the 
Asylum  throughout  the  fifty  years  "which  have  since  elapsed,  and 
that  the  confidence  of  the  community  thus  invoked  was  amply  real- 
ized, that  it  still  continues,  and  that  it  may  well  encourage  the 
successors  of  Thomas  Eddy  and  his  colleagues  to  continue  the  wise 
liberality  of  administration  which  they  adopted  at  the  very  begin- 
ning of  its  career,  and  thus  endorse  and  reaffirm  fie  humane  senti- 
ments and  purposes  which  that  venerable  man  announced  in  its 
First  Report  to  be  the  spirit  an  1  object  of  the  Institution  they  had 
created. 

In  reviewing  the  rec  »rds  of  the  Asylum  from  1821  to  the  close  of 
L871,  as  condensed  in  the  appended  statistical  table,  it  appears  that 
6,325  patients  have  been  under  its  care,  and  that  of  these  above 
forty-three  per  ceuf.,  or  2.7(17.  are  reported  as  having  "  recovered" 
while  l,lfiO  others  were  "improved"  at  time  of  their  removal,  many 
of  whom  subsequently  regained  their  natural  mental  health. 
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The  measure  of  relief  of  human  sorrow  thus  expressed  iu  figures 
can  be  but  faintly  estimated  by  any  who  have  not  had  personal 
cognizance  of  the  distress  incident  to  any  and  every  case  of  insanity. 
To  have  been  instrumental  in  promoting  the  restoration  of  thou- 
sands of  minds  upon  Avhich  had  settled  a  gloom  more  dreadful  than 
death  itself  when  it  becomes  permanent,  may  be  truly  deemed 
"  diminishing  in  a  broad  and  liberal  scale  the  circle  of  human 
suffering." 

If  we  now  review  the  past  history  of  the  Asylum  from  another 
stand-point,  that  of  the  economist,  it  will  be  found  to  have  been  as 
judicious  as  it  has  been  philanthropic  ;  for  the  primary  object  of  its 
Governors  has  been  the  cure  of  insanity  rather  than  the  acquisition 
of  income. 

Owing  to  the  unequalled  attractions  of  the  building  and  the  feli- 
city of  its  location,  it  was  immediately  after  its  completion  resorted 
to  from  all  parts  of  the  country  by  those  eager  to  avail  of  its  advan- 
tages, and  it  is  not  surprising  that  its  early  records  should  bear  the 
names  of  patients  from  various  States,  conspicuous  for  personal  dis- 
tinction, or  for  the  social  prominence  of  their  families.  Yet  such 
was  the  desire  of  the  Governors  that  no  curable  patient  should  be 
deprived  of  its  benefits  from  lack  of  pecuniary  means,  that  they  ad- 
mitted each  year  a  considerable  number  of  charity  patients  from 
this  and  other  counties,  and  even  from  adjoining  States,  until  pro- 
vision was  made  for  this  class  by  the  erection  of  State  and  munici- 
pal institutions  elsewhere.  Thus,  for  nearly  thirty  years,  the  Asylum 
found  itself  unable  to  meet  its  current  expenses  from  its  current  re- 
ceipts, and  was  aided  in  its  work  by  legislative  appropriations. 
Even  to  this  day,  the  large  proportion  of  one-half  of  its  patients 
are  admitted  at  rates  that  do  not  reimburse  the  outlay  for  their  care 
and  treatment. 

Associated  with  the  reminiscences  called  up  by  this  occasion  are 
the  names  of  those  physicians  who  became  successively  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  institution,  and  the  influence  they  exerted  in  car- 
rying out  the  aims  of  the  Governors. 
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For  the  first  ten  years  of  its  existence  the  administration  of  the 
Asylum  followed  the  obsolete  model  of  the  older  English  Asylums, 
with  it  3  intricate  and  conflicting  official  responsibility  ;  but,  through- 
out the  past  forty  years,  it  has  been  conducted  upon  the  present 
system  of  organization,  which  confides  the  care  of  its  patients  to  a 
physician  who  resides  on  the  premises,  and  is  the  principal  officer  of 
the  establishment.  During  the  earlier  half  of  this  period  five  dif- 
ferent physicians  held  this  office  ;  but  in  the  latter  half  there  has 
been  no  change  of  incumbent.  Two  of  the  former,  Dr.  James  Mac- 
donald  and  Dr.  Benjamin  Ogden,  have  gone  to  their  rest,  leaving 
goodly  memories  of  personal  and  professional  worth.  To  Dr.  Mac- 
donald,  whose  whole  term  of  service  extended  over  twelve  years, 
may  be  ascribed  the  merit  of  having  appreciated  in  the  fullest  meas- 
ure, the  opportuuhVv  presented  him  for  establishing  the  reputation 
of  the  institution  upon  the  best  and  most  enduring  basis,  that  of 
unremitting  personal  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  his  patients,  and  to 
all  the  details  of  management  which  affected  their  recovery  or  com- 
fort. His  ability  and  fidelity,  as  junior  medical  officer  for  rive  years 
under  the  original  organization,  so  fully  won  the  confidence  of  the 
Governors,  that  they  sent  him  to  Europa  for  special  study  prepara- 
tory to  the  change  of  system  ;  which,  on  his  return,  he  inaugurated 
with  entire  success,  reciprocating  the  generous  trust  reposed  iu 
him,  by  a  full  and  faithful  perform  race  of  his  obligations  until  his 
retirement  from  office.  It  seems  strange  an  1  almost  incredible  at 
this  day,  that  at  the  time  of  Dr.  Mac  Ion  aid's  connection  with  the 
institution  one  of  its  by-laws  should  have  required  the  physician 
to  be  an  unmarried  man,  and  that  so  valuable  an  officer  should  have 
been  allowed  to  resigu  and  retire,  from  unwillingness  of  the  Gover- 
nors to  rescind,  or  waive,  a  rule  which  has  since  been  wisely  re- 
versed. 

Dr.  Macdonald  was  sue,'  >e  led  by  Dr.  Og  le:i  ;  and  he  by  IV. 
William  Wilson,  who  still  survives,  though  for  many  years  retired 
from  professional  life.  The  remaining  two,  IV.  Pliny  Earle  and 
Dr.  Charles  11.  Nichols,  are  still  actively  engaged  in  the  same  work 
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they  pi-osecuted  so  conscientiously  and  successfully  here  ;  Dr.  Earle 
being  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Hospital 
at  Northampton,  and  Dr.  Nichols  holding  the  same  office  in  the 
Government  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Washington. 

Dr.  Earle's  "  Medical  History  of  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum,"  pub- 
lished in  1848,  and  embracing  a  minute  record  of  its  operations  from 
1821  to  1814,  inclusive,  attracted  to  the  institution  the  attention  of 
scientific  men  in  Europe  as  well  as  in  this  country,  and  secured 
their  commendations  for  its  minute  and  scrutinizing  investigations 
in  a  class  of  statistics  ordinarily  of  little  value  by  reason  of  inevi- 
table imperfection  beyond  their  most  prominent  and  obvious  ele- 
ments. 

That  Dr.  Earle's  interest  in  his  favorite  pursuit  has  not  languished, 
is  shown  in  the  exemplary  thoroughness  of  management  at  North- 
hampton, and  by  the  recital  of  his  third  extended  examination  of 
European  institutions  for  the  insane,  contained  in  his  annual  report 
for  1871. 

Dr.  Nichols'  administration,  though  somewhat  brief,  was  most 
creditable,  and  his  service  of  three  years  was  marked  by  the  intro- 
duction of  important  improvements  in  those  particulars  of  inte- 
rior economy  and  convenience,  which  are  a  distinguishing  merit  of 
modern  hospitals,  and  are  become  indispensable  necessities  in  civil- 
ized habitations.  In  selecting  him  for  the  charge  of  the  National 
Institution  at  Washington,  the  Government  of  the  time  obtained  an 
officer  who  has  proved  fully  competent  to  devise,  construct,  and 
manage  successfully  one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  of  the 
leading  hospitals  for  the  insane  in  the  United  States. 

In  this  summary  of  the  services  of  my  predecessors,  I  deem  it  no 
disparagement  to  others  to  say  that  to  Drs.  Macdonald  and  Earle  is 
due  in  very  large  measure  the  professional  prestige  which  gave  the 
Bloomingdale  Asylum  deserved  eminence  among  its  compeers,  and 
which  adhered  to  it  long  after  their  retirement.  The  confidence 
thus  induced  among  the  medical  profession  and  the  public  has  en- 
abled their  present  successor,  during  the  twenty  years  of  his  resi- 
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dence  here,  to  realize  the  value  of  their  legacy,  for  the  good  repute 
of  the  institution  has  proved  a  safe  barrier  against  the  few  assaults 
upon  its  integrity,  prompted  either  by  the  disordered  imaginations 
of  a  small  number  of  its  proteges  who  have  appealed  to  the  courts 
for  remedy  of  fancied  wrongs,  or  by  the  less  pardonable  zeal  of 
their  attorneys. 

I  trust  that  this  narrative,  however  unworthy  of  the  subject,  may 
at  least  have  shown  that  your  Institution,  in  its  various  phases  of 
moral,  medical,  and  economical  results,  has  justified  the  expectation 
of  those  who  originated  it  and  predicted  what  has  followed. 

Its  friends  cannot  doubt  that  it  has  hitherto  enjoyed  the  protec- 
ting care  of  an  approving  Providence  ;  nor  that  the  same  Divine 
guardianship  will  still  be  vouchsafed  to  it  in  the  future. 

In  concluding  this  unusual,  and  perhaps  inexcusably  prolonged, 
trespass  upon  your  attention,  permit  me  to  express  my  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  the  kindnesses  which  have  made  my  official 
duties,  however  perplexing  at  times,  comparatively  easy  and  agree- 
able for  two  decades  of  years.  Throughout  that  period,  there  has 
been  nothing  to  mar  the  happiness  with  which  I  received  the  ap- 
pointment of  Physician  to  your  Institution,  and  though  such  have 
been  time's  changes,  that  but  two  names  remain  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  which  honored  me  with  this  trust,  there  has  been  no  ap- 
parent change  of  sympathy,  nor  of  generous  support,  toward

FULLY PRESENT  THEIR  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  THE 
ESTABLISHMENTS   UNDER   THEIR   CHARGE. 

The  following  abstract  statement  shows  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures from  all  sources  and  on  all  accounts,  under  their  respective 
heads,  during  the  year  1872.

Annexed  to  this  Report  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts, showing  the  several  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  Hospital  and  Asylum  for  the  year  1872  (see  page  25). 

Previous  reports  have  set  forth  the  financial  reasons  for  the  sus- 
pension of  Hospital  service  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  and  the 
Leasing  of  the  Hospital  grounds.  The  repetition  of  the  statements 
in  this  behalf  heretofore  made  will  tend  to  illustrate  the  expediency 
of  the  policy  adopted  by  this  Board  not  only  in    regard  to  the  sus- 
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pension  of  Hospital  service  on   the  old   site,  but  as  well  to  the  re- 
establishment  of  Hospital  operations  elsewhere. 

During  the  present  century  the  New  York  Hospital  has  been  sus- 
tained by  the  receipt  of  funds  from  three  sources  : 

First. — By  board  money  from  patients  who  could  afford  to  pay. 

Second. — By  annual  appropriations  by  the  State  Legislature,  in 
consideration  of  the  Society  earing  for  the  sick  poor 
and  insane  sent  from  different  parts  of  the  State  ;  and 

Third. — By  donations  and  legacies  from  friends  of  the  Institution. 

The  income  from  board  of  patients  continued  to  be  a  source  of 
revenue  until  the  Hospital  service  was  discontinued  in  the  winter  of 

1869-70;  but  it  was  not  at  all  adequate  to  its  Mipport. 

The  Legislature  ceased  to  aid  the  Institution  quite  a  number  of 
years  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital,  with  rare  exceptions,  ami  the  public  also  in  like  manner, 
declined  to  contribute  to  its  support,  because  the  real  estate  ol  the 
Socieh  used  for  Hospital  purposes  had  become  very  valuable  for 
business  uses,  for  which  it  could  be  sold  or  leased,  and  thus  furnish 
an  ample  fund  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  Hospital  else- 
where. 

The  expenses  of  the  Hospital  for  ten  \  ears  prior  to  its  close  aver- 
aged over  S'22,000  pel'  annum  more  than  the  receipts,  and  as  a  con- 
sequence a  mortgage  indebtedness  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
existed  upon  the  property  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  1869, 
when  it  was  determined  to  suspend  the  Hospital  services  for  want 
of  means,  and  to  prevent  a  much  larger  indebtedness  to  accumulate 
against  the  Institution  without  any  ability  to  Liquidate  the  same.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  if  the  Governors 
had  continued  the  Hospital  services  until  the  present  time,  its  finan- 
cial condition  would  have  been  about  as  follows  :

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  arc  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  The  Library  contains  9,074  volumes,  40S  of  which  have 
been  added  during  the  past  year. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  this  Society  lias  lost,  by 
death,  George  T.  Trimble  and  John  David  Wolfe,  the  former  Presi- 
dent and  the  latter  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Governors  at  the 
time  of  their  decease.  Their  faithful  services  and  active  sympathy 
for  this  and  other  prominent  charitable  institutions,  and  their  social 
virtues,  caused  their  death  to  be  sincerely  and  widely  deplored.  Of 
the  Board  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Henry  1).  Buckley,  M.  D., 
one  of  the  attending  Physicians  of  the  Hospital  since  June.  1848, 
died  January  4,  1872.  He  was  distinguished  for  his  professional 
acquirements  and  exemplary  personal  character.  The  Annual 
Report  of  the  Physician  to  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  pays  a  becom- 
ing tribute  to  the  memory  of  Edward  E.  Porter,  M.  D.,  Assistant 
Physician  to  the  Asylum,  who  died  on  the  26th  of  October,  LS7± 
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BL00M1NGDALE   ASYLUM. 


The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum  for 
the  Insane  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1872,  was  one  hundred  and 
seventy -five  ;  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  patients  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four 
were  males,  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  females.

Annexed  are  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Physieian-in-Chief  of  the 
Asylum  and  statements  showing  the  general  disbursements  of  the 
Asylnm  for  the  current  year,  ending  December  31,  1872,  and  a 
statistical  history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  established.  (See 
pages  13,  22;  and  23.) 

The  charges  of  mismanagement  in  this  Institution,  referred  to  at 
length  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Physician  to  the  Asylum,  were 
made  the  subject  of  investigation  by  the  Board  immediately  upon 
their  being  made  public.  A  large  Committee  of  the  Board  was  ap- 
pointed to  inquire  as  to  the  truth  of  the  charges,  and  the  result  of 
their  action  was  to  satisfy  the  Board  that  they  were  unfounded,  and 
that  neither  the  character  of  the  Institution  nor  the  integrity  of  its 
management,  were  unworthy  of  its  former  honorable  history,  or  the 
confidence  of  its  Governors  or  the  public. 

Subsequently  these  charges  were  made  the  subject  of  investiga- 
tion by  a  Commission  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and 
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the  Board  of  Governors,  as  well  as  the  Asylum  Committee,  extended 
to  the  gentlemen  of  the  Commission  every  facility  for  prompt  and 
thorough  examination.  This  Board  feels  confident  that  the  report 
of  the  Commission  cannot  seriously  disparage  an  Institution  which 
has  ever  been  conducted  upon  principles  of  enlightened  humanity.

The  deaths  were  attributed  as  follows  :  six  to  exhaustion  from 
acute  mania  ;  three  to  chronic  disease  of  the  brain  ;  two  to  general 
paralysis  ;  three  to  pulmonary  consumption ;  and  one  to  each  of  the 
following  conditions  :  acute  inflammation  of  the  brain,  apoplexy, 
valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  disease  of  the  bladder,  malarial  fever, 
gradual  decline,  and  infirmities  of  age.  Four  patients  who  died 
were  between  60  and  70  years  of  age,  one  over  70,  and  one  over  80. 

One  died  within  two  days  of  admission,  another  on  the  fourth 
day,  and  six  within  fifteen  days.  One  gentleman  had  been  more 
than  fifty-three  years  under  the  care  of.  the  Asylum,  having  entered 
it  when  the  Institution  was  on  tbe  New  York  Hospital  grounds  in 
the  city.  He  was  the  last  survivor  of  those  who  were  removed  here 
at  the  opening  of  the  building  in  1821.  He  was  educated  for  the 
profession  of  medicine,  and  retained  a  remarkable  recollection  of 
the  prominent  medical  men  and  professional  incidents  of  hi>  early 
life.  Though  so  loug  isolated  from  the  outer  world,  he  took  an  in- 
telligent interest  in  public  affairs  and  social  science,  as  set  forth  in 
the  daily  journals,  while  in  his  unrippled  contentment  with  his  lot, 
never  disturbed  by  the  agitated  elements  around  him,  he  might  be 
regarded,  if  judged  by  stoic  theories,  as  a  perfected-philosopher. 

The  average  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum  through- 
out the  year  has  fully  equalled  that  of  any  previous  year,  and  ex- 
ceeded that  of  all  but  one. 

The  usual  measure  of  annual  improvements  has  been  somewhat 
enlarged,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  billiard  room  and  dining 
rooms  in  the  male  department  of  the  main  building,  and  of  a  new 
bowling  alley,  and  an  attractive  garden-pavilion  for  Ladies,  attest 
continued  attention  to  new  devices  for  the  comfort  or  amusement  of 
the  patients. 

The  sad  duty  presents  itself  of  recording  in  the  annual  historj 
of  the  Institution,  an  event  already  reported  to  your  Board  at  the 
time  of  its  occurrence,  namely,  the  death  bj  pulmonary  consump- 
tion of  Edward  E.  Porter,  M.  D.,  late  Assistant  Physician  of  the 
Asylum.  Dr.  Porter  was  appointed  to  the  office  in  1S(>7.  and  daring 
the  five  years  of  his  incumbency,  he  performed  the  duties  with  ex- 
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«mplary  fidelity  and  tact.  By  bis  sympathetic  disposition,  his 
patient  consideration  of  the  infirmities  and  caprices  of  those  under 
Iris  special  charge,  and  by  his  readiness  to  surrender  his  own  time 
and  convenience  for  the  benefit  of  others,  he  merited  and  won  the 
affection,  not  only  of  his  associate  officers,  but  of  numerous  patients 
in  whose  restoration  he  had  been  instrumental.  His  memory  will  be 
cherished  here  as  that  of  one  whose  assiduous  devotion  to  his 
chosen  work  of  life,  and  his  persistent  disregard  of  the  recreation 
which  its  peculiar  pressure  demands,  were  most  creditable  to  his 
conscientious  appreciation  of  duty,  though  not  commendable  as  an 
•example  to  others  in  similar  positions.  Dr.  Porter  was  born  in 
Skeneateles,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  25th,  1842,  and  died  October  26th,  1872, 
iiged  30  years.  His  father  and  two  of  his  brothers  were  physicians, 
both  the  latter  having  been,  like  himself,  medical  officers  of  Institu- 
tions for  the  Insane. 

During  the  past  year  the  Institution  has  been  the  subject  of  un- 
usual public  discussion,  and  of  newspaper  criticism,  by  reason  of 
law  proceedings  arising  under  writs  of  habeas-corpvs,  and  also  from 
wilful  misrepresentation  by  an  unrecovered  patient,  conjointly  with 
a  discharged  attendant.  In  both  cases  of  habeas-corpus  proceed- 
ings the  decision  of  the  Court  justified  the  officers  of  the  Asylum, 
and  the  friends  of  the  parties  in  placing  them  here.  Pending  the 
progress  of  the  judicial  investigation,  which  lasted  several  weeks, 
numerous  newspaper  editorials  unfavorable  to  the  management  of 
the  Institution  induced  more  or  less  uneasiness  in  the  public  mind 
respecting  the  possible  confinement  of  sane  persons  under  the  charge 
of  insanity,  and  also  concerning  the  care  of  the  insane  themselves. 
Whatever  may  have  been  the  influence  of  these  criticisms  among 
those  who  fortunately  have,  as  yet,  had  no  personal  experience  of 
mental  disease  in  their  families,  any  disturbing  effect  upon  those 
having  relatives  in  this  Asylum  was  apparent  in  only  a  single  in- 
stance. A  lady  who  had  been  here  but  a  short  time,  was  removed 
from  the  Asylum,  but  was  returned  to  it  on  the  following  day  at  her 
own  request,  with  evident  relief  to  the  relative,  who  acted  from 
laudable  motives,  both  in  removing  and  returning  the  patient. 
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Another  result  of  this  sensational  excitement  was  the  appoint- 
ment by  Governor  Hoffman  of  a  Commission  composed  of  three 
eminent  citizens  to  investigate  the  condition  and  management  of 
the  Asylum  on  the  alleged  ground  that  its  Governors  and  Physician 
had  opposed  legislation  intended  to  establish  State  supervision  of 
all  institutions  for  the  insane.  This  supposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Governor  was  without  foundation,  no  objection  whatever  having 
been  made  to  such  measure  by  any  one  connected  with  this  insti- 
tution. His  Excellency's  misapprehension  arose  from  objections 
made  to  quite  a  different  project,  tending  to  obstruct  measures  for 
the  early  treatment  of  mental  diseases,  and  therefore  injurious 
alike  to  the  patients,  to  their  families  and  to  the  community.  Such 
projects  invariably  originate  in  the  impression  that  the  present 
statutory  requirements  for  the  admission  of  patients  into  hospitals 
for  the  insane  are  inadequate  to  prevent  the  confinement  of  sane 
persons,  while  in  fact  they  are  much  more  rigid  in  this  State  than  in 
many  others.  Thus  in  New  York  a  warrant  of  commitment  issued 
by  a  magistrate  is  required,  while  iu  most  of  the  neighboring  States 
the  medical  certificate  of  one  or  two  physicians  sigued  and  acknowl- 
edged before  a  magistrate,  is  alone  requisite. 

That  an  ingenious  and  enterprising  young  newspaper  reporter. 
by  connivance  with  other  parties,  should  succeed  iu  simulating 
mental  derangement  so  far  as  to  convince  two  respectable  physi- 
cians, that  a  man  who  behaved  like  a  lunatic  for  two  days  and 
nights  continuously,  may  appropriately  be  lodged  in  a  lunatic 
asylum,  does  not  prove  the  insufficiency  of  the  present  law  regulating 
the  isolation  of  the  insaue.  Nor  is  it  shown  that  the  law  is  easily 
liable  to  abuse,  for  even  in  States  where  no  law  whatever  exists  on 
the  subject,  no  injustice  arises.  That  improper  confinement  of  sane 
or  insane  persons  in  lunatic  asylums  is  of  exceedingly  rare  occur- 
rence in  any  country  is  proven  by  the  paucity  of  suits  at  law  for 
damages  arising  from  such  confinement,  actions  of  this  nature  being 
almost  unheard  of.  while  applications  are  numerous  for  the  discharge 
of  actually  insane  persons  on  writ  of  hcibeas-corpus. 
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Dr.  Ray,  the  most  eminent  American  writer  on  insanity,  says,  on 
this  subject,  in  an  article  on  the  confinement  of  the  insane  :  "  The 
alleged  cases  of  wrongful  imprisonment,  when  impartially  investi- 
gated, do  not  sustain  the  complaint.  The  prevalent  notion  on  this 
subject  has  been  derived  in  some  measure  from  novels  and  periodi- 
cals where  cases  of  the  kind,  by  the  license  allowed  to  such  writers, 
have  been  used  to  heighten  the  interest  of  the  story.  It  only  indi- 
cates the  change  in  modern  civilization  whereby  much  of  the  old 
machinery  of  the  poet  and  story-teller  has  become  effete,  and  thus 
it  happens  that  the  castle  and  convent  and  poor-debtors  prison,  as 
places  for  confining  luckless  heroes  and  heroines,  have  given  way 
to  lunatic  asylums.  They  have  many  qualifications  for  this  pur- 
pose. Their  walls  are  strong,  their  windows  barred,  their  doors 
locked,  and  though  utterly  devoid  of  cells  and  dungeons,  it  required 
no  great  stretch  of  the  imagination  to  conjure  them  up.  Thus  it  is 
not  strange  that  readers  who  readily  believe  whatever  they  find  in 
print  should  get  the  impression  that  cases  so  represented  are,  if  not 
literal  fact,  founded  in  fact  and  express  an  actual  reality." — Ameri- 
can Law  Review,  Jan.,  1869. 

It  is  sometimes  contended  that  even  the  insane  should  not  be 
restrained  in  hospitals  or  asylums  unless  they  show  a  disposition 
to  do  violence  to  themselves  or  others,  or  to  property.  But  who 
shall  decide  whether  such  danger  exists,  if  not  the  relatives  and 
medical  attendants  of  the  patient  ?  On  whom  so  properly  as  these 
may  rest  the  responsibility  of  judging  whether  the  patient  be  harm- 
less or  dangerous,  whether  his  expressions  and  conduct  justify 
apprehensions  of  suicidal  or  homicidal  tendencies,  or  whether  the 
delusive  distrust  of  and  hostility  towards  his  own  kindred  may  not 
prompt  him  to  acts  of  fatal  violence  ?  Tragedies  arising  from  partial 
insanity  are  constantly  brought  to  public  notice  by  the  press,  startling 
one  by  their  atrocity  and  extent,  or  by  their  secrecy  and  persistence, 
as  in  instances  of  repeated,  and  apparently  motiveless,  poisonings,  or 
of  ingenious  and  merciless  torture  of  unoffending  children.  Those 
who  commit  such  acts  often  show  remarkable  talent  for  devising  and 
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executing  plans  which  have  no  sounder  basis  than  an  insane  delu- 
sion ;  yet  people,  otherwise  intelligent  hut  unfamiliar  with  the 
change  wrought  by  insanity  in  the  moral  perceptions  as  well  as  in 
the  reasoning  faculties,  often  assume  that  partial  insanity  is  as  dis- 
tinct in  character  as  in  degree  from  general  insanity,  and  thai 
until  the  power  of  correct  reasoning  is  entirely  lost  there  can  be  no 
justification  for  confinement  in  a  hospital.  Dr.  Ray  says  :  "  This 
great  mistake  respecting  the  extent  of  the  morbid  influence  exerted 
by  disease,  is  one  which  the  world  is  reluctant  to  correct.  It  meets 
our  notice  on  the  bench  and  at  the  bar,  in  the  circles  of  the  refined 
and  educated,  as  well  as  of  the  coarse  and  ignorant.  It  is  made  an 
occasion  of  hardship  and  wrong  to  the  unfortunate  and  helpless,  and 
blocks  the  way  to  every  improvement  in  the  administration  of  the 
law." 

Yet  in  other  forms  of  human  malady  the  right  to  restrict  liberty 
and  control  the  will  of  the  patient,  or  even  of  healthy  persons  who 
have  associated  with  the  sick,  is  asserted  and  exercised  without 
scruple.  American  citizens  returning  from  abroad  in  perfect  health. 
are  liable  to  detention  at  Quarantine  at  the  will  of  a  health  officer, 
because  a  fellow-passenger  may  have  died  of  a  supposed  infections 
disease  ;  and  but  a  few  days  ago  the  newspapers  stated  that  an  emi- 
nent Judge  of  the  highest  Court  of  a  State,  conspicuous  for  the 
intellectual  and  educational  snpremac}'  of  its  people,  had  been  taken 
from  a  hotel  of  its  chief  city  to  tin1  common  pest-house,  because  he 
had  been  attacked  by  small-pox.  In  cases  of  tins  kind  the  question 
of  " danger  to  others"  is  determined  very  summarily  by  those  in 
authority,  without  much  consideration  for  the  preferences  of  the 
patient  or  those  of  his  relatives.  Vet  the  question  is  no  more  strictly 
one  of  medical  science  than  is  presented  in  cases  of  mental  disease. 
So,  too,  "men  are  arrested,  kept  in  durance,  charged  with  a  criminal 
offence,  and  yet  found  on  trial  to  be  innocent  i^i  the  charge,  the 
victims  perhaps  of  conspiracy  or  perjury.  This  is  no  rare,  extra- 
ordinary thing — one  case  in  ten  thousand  kindling  the  wrath  of 
every  newspaper  writer  in  the  land,  and  calling  for  special  and  sum-

mary  legislation,  but  an  every-day  occurrence  exciting  as  little  feel- 
ing as  the  most  common  operations  of  nature.  We  are  told  very 
calmly  that  such  wrongs  are  part  of  the  price  we  pay  for  public 
order  and  good  government." 

For  several  years  past  there  has  been  manifest  at  each  session  of 
the  State  Legislature  a  disposition  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  the 
isolation  of  the  insane.  This  disposition  is  founded  upon  miscon- 
ception, alike  of  the  nature  of  mental  diseases  and  of  the  actual 
operations  of  the  present  statutes.  Numerous  propositions  have 
been  made,  most  of  them  arising  from  groundless  suspicion  of  in- 
justice in  some  particular  case  ;  or  from  an  ill  denned  apprehension 
that  medical  men,  as  a  class,  are  not  to  be  frusted  with  the  profes- 
sional discretion  now  vested  in  them  by  law ;  or  again,  from  distrust 
of  the  competency,  caution,  or  integrity  of  the  magistrates  empow- 
ered to  grant  warrants  of  commitments.  For  one  or  all  of  these 
reasons  it  seems  to  be  assumed  by  a  considerable  number  of  un- 
necessarily alarmed  philanthropists  that  "something,  must  be  done" 
by  the  Legislature  to  check  some  actual  or  possible  wrong;  but  it 
does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to  those  who  have  shown  the  most 
earnestness  in  the  matter  that  the  best  welfare  of  the  insane  them- 
selves is  the  primary  interest  involved,  and  that  any  provision  of  law 
which  obstructs  the  early  treatment  of  their  disease  by  the  best 
known  methods,  sacrifices  their  good  to  an  imaginary  safeguard  for 
people  who  are  (in  no  real  danger  whatever.  I  believe  that  any 
competent  and  fair-minded  inquirer  who  would  give  a  few  hours,  to 
the  examination  of  the  lunacy  laws  of  half  a  dozen  different  States, 
and  avail  himself  of  the  published  statements  of  those  familiar  with 
their  operations,  would  freely  admit  that  the  law  of  New  York  is  not 
only  more  stringent  now  than  that  of  any  neighboring  State,  but 
that  it  is  so  much  the  less  favorable  to  the  cure  and  prevention  of 
insanity  among  its  citizens,  and,  for  the  same  reason,  more  conducive 
to  the  increase  of  insane  pauperism. 

The  interpretation  of  the  law  by  the  committing  magistrates  is  far 
from  uniform,  and  in  some  instances,  as  where  the  presence  of  the 
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patient  in  the  court-room  is  exacted,  it  is  as  inhumane  as  it  is  un- 
sound. Some  Police  Justices  refuse  to  grant  commitments  at  all 
unless  the  patient  is  to  be  placed  in  a  State  or  County  Asylum,  a 
limitation  which  the  law  does  not  sanction,  and  which  is  unreason- 
ably annoying  to  the  deposing  physicians  and  to  the  families  of  the 
patients. 

In  direct  contrast  to  this  is  the  opinion  and  practice  of  a  magis- 
trate of  long  and  large  experience,  who  informs  me  that  he  reganls 
the  sole  duty  imposed  upon  him  by  the  statute,  to  be  the  exercise 
of  a  sound  discretion  in  judging  of  the  respectability  of  the  attesting 
physicians,  as  well  as  of  the  consistency  and  probable  truth  of  their 
statements,  leaving  the  selection  of  the  institution  in  which  the 
patient  is  to  be  placed  to  the  decision  of  the  relatives.  This  con- 
struction of  the  law  must  be  regarded  by  unbiassed  judges  as 
equally  creditable  to  the  magistrate  and  just  to  all  parties  interested. 

The  law  of  Rhode  Island,  drafted  by  the  able  expert  from  whose 
writings  I  have  drawn  so  largely  in  this  communication,  contains 
this  section  as  its  principal  clause  :  "  Insane  persons  may  be  placed 
in  a  hospital  for  the  insane  by  their  legal  guardians,  or  by  their 
relatives  or  friends  in  case  they  have  no  guardians,  but  never  with- 
out the  certificate  of  one  or  more  responsible  physicians,  after  a  per- 
sonal examination  made  within  one  week  of  the  date  thereof;  and 
this  certificate  to  be  duly  acknowledged  before  sonic  magistrate  or 
judicial  officer,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signature 
and  the  respectability  of  the  signer." 

In  the  event  of  the  dissatisfaction  of  any  citizen  at  the  confine- 
ment of  any  person  under  this  law,  any  high  judicial  officer  of  the 
State  is  authorized,  on  application  being  made  to  him,  to  appoint  a 
commission  of  not  less  than  three  persons,  including  a  lawyer  and  a 
physician,  whose  report  upon  the  question  raised  shall  virtually 
decide  it.  "Under  such  provisions  the  insane  nia\  be  promptly, 
quietly,  and,  with  a  few  possible  exceptions,  rightfully  placed  by 
their  friends  in  some  hospital  for  the  insane." 

The   foregoing   remarks    upon    a   matter    which    lias    been  most 
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forcibly  pressed  upon  the  consideration  of  the  Governors  and  officers 
of  the  Asylum  during  the  past  year,  may  have  been  unduly  extended, 
but  this  may  be  atoned  for  by  an  apposite  conclusion  in  the 
further  language  of  Dr.  Bay  : 

"  Justice  to  all  parties  requires  some  such  legislation  as  we 
have  indicated.  That  it  would  prevent  all  popular  clamor  we 
do  not  believe.  Inasmuch  as  the  notion  in  question  —  that 
sane  people  are  shut  up  on  pretence  of  insanity — has  little  or 
no  foundation  in  reason,  it  could  hardly  be  expected  that  it 
would  be  amenable  to  reason.  As  long  as  men  are  swift  to  believe 
any  plausible  story  of  wrong-doing,  without  inquiry  or  hesitation  ; 
as  long  as  newspapers  can  find  in  such  stories  the  materials  of  a 
great  sensation  ;  as  long  as  there  is  a  prevalent  belief  that  no  one  is 
insane  who  is  not  furiously  mad, — so  long  will  the  confinement  of 
the  insane  in  establishments  expressly  designed  for  the  purpose,  be 
viewed  with  feelings  of  distrust,  whatever  may  be  the  legal  provi- 
sions by  which  it  is  regulated."

Since  the  date  of  the  last  Annual    Report,  the  remainder  of  the 
II  ispital    grounds    on    Church    and    Duane    Streets,    ex  2     two 

lots,  lias  been  leased  on  ground  rent;  and  it  is  now  confidently 
expected  that  future  exemption  from  taxation,  and  diminishing 
assessments  tor  public  improvements  affecting  tin-  Bloomingdale 
Asylum  premises,  will  enable  the  Board  of  Governors,  without  fur- 
ther postponement;  to  resume  Hospital  operations  under  condi- 
tions i»i- ■ — t   favorable  to  the   requirements  of  this  community. 

The  matter  of  taxation  deserves  more  particular  notice.  The 
Hospital  had  been  exempl  from  taxation  for  a  period  of  forty- 
seven  years,  under  the  provisions  of  a  law  enacted  in  \*22.  In 
L869,  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  a  clause 
was  inserted  in  the  Tax  Levy  Hill  for  the  City  and  County  of  New 
Fork,  upon  its  final  passage  in  the  Senate,  indirectly  repealing  the 
.- 1 < •  t  of  \s±2,  to  the  extent  of  subjecting  the  real  estate  of  the  Hos- 
pital, except  buildings  actually  used  for  hospital  purposes,  to  taxa- 
tion. The  object  of  this  legislation  was  doubtless  to  make  the 
Ibi-piial  "-round,  then  lately  leased  on  ground  rent  for  busi 
purposes,  and  aboul   to  be  improved  by  the  5tly  ware- 

houses, a  source  of  revenue  to  the  city.  To  this  extent  the  Hos- 
pital could  make  no  objection  to  the  application  of  the  law.  But 
its  phraseology  seemed  to  justify  a  more  extended  applica- 
tion, and  it  was  discovered  by  the  Board,  during  the  last 
summer,  that  the  tax  assessors  had  assessed  tbr  annual  taxes,  for 
i ho  years  ls7".  L871,  and  Is7l'.  all  the  Asylum  grounds  at  Blooming- 
dale,    exc.pt     so     much    as    was    actually    occupied     by    the    Asylum 
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buildings.  The  grounds  at  Bloomingdale  not  covered  by  buildings 
are  almost  as  essential  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane  as  the 
buildings  themselves.  They  are  in  actual  use,  either  for  adminis- 
trative purposes,  or  fur  the  support  of  the  household,  or  for  the 
pleasure  and  recreation  of  the  patients;  and  without  similar  pro- 
visions for  the  administration  of  the  Asylum  and  the  benefit  of  its 
patients,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  continue  the  treatment  of 
the  insane  at  Bloomingdale.  From  these  grounds  unoccupied  by 
buildings  no  income  whatever  is  derived.  Whatever  affects  the 
Asylum,  which  is  only  a  department  of  the  Hospital  specifically 
appropriated  fur  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  man- 
aged by  a  special  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  equally 
affects  the  welfare  of  this  Society,  upon  which  the  Asylum  is 
dependent  for  its  maintenance  and  support.  The  tax,  therefore. 
on  the  Asylum  grounds  is  a  serious  drain  upon  the  finances  of 
the  Hospital,  now  about  to  make  a  large  outlay  of  money  in  the 
purchase  of  a  site  for  a  hospital  and  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
buildings.  A  special  Committee  of  this  Board  has  been  appointed 
to  make  application  to  the  Legislature  for  a  modification  of  the 
existing  law,  so  that  this  corporation  may  hereafter  be  exempt 
from  taxation  upon  its  real  estate  used  for  Hospital  purposes,  and 
from  which  no  income  is  derived  ;  and  the  Board  of  Governors 
respectfully  submit  that,  in  making  this  application,  they  are  justi- 
fied by  a  proper  regard  for  the  benevolent  object  of  their  trust, 
ami  in  view  of  the  services  which  the  Institution  under  their 
charge  has  rendered  to  the  sick  and  disabled,  without  distinction 
of  religion,  nativity,   or  color,   fur   more   than   a  century.

As  heretofore,  many  id'  the  patients  who  are  recorded  as  "im- 
proved" on  leaving  the  Asylum  were  convalescent  at  the  time; 
but  their  complete  recovery  was  nol  yet  attained.  Most  of  them 
realized  this  blessing  after  their  return  to  their  homes;  but  in 
some  instances  the  removal  from  the  [nstitution  proved  premature 
and  disastrous.  In  one  ca  e,  that  of  a  young  mother,  who  was 
gaining    rapidly,    and    would     in    all     probability    have    been     fully 
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restored  in  a  short  time  had  she  remained,  an  early  relapse  and 
return  to  the  Asylum  followed  the  unwise  removal  ;  but  as  yet, 
after  several  mouths  of  treatment,  there  is  no  renewal  of  intelli- 
gence, and    there   may   be   none   in    the   future. 

Such  cases  are  not  of  rare  occurrence.  They  arise  from  cai 
which  are  uncontrollable  by  ourselves  :  generally  from  real  but 
unenlightened  affection  on  the  part  of  relatives  of  patients,  joy  at 
the  evident  improvement  already  attained,  and  confidence  in  their 
own  judgment  of  what  is  best  for  the  patient  at  this  stage  of  his 
or  her  disease,  which  heeds  no  unwelcome  counsel,  however  pru- 
dent and  disinterested. 

Of  the  patients  who  were  "not  improved."  seven  were  trans- 
ferred to  other  asylums,  two  were  subsequently  returned  here,  and 
a   \'r\v   others  are   known   to   have   improved  at  home. 

Of  the  deaths,  four  occurred  in  persons  whose  _  -  varied  from 
67  to   S3,   and    whose   minds   had   fallen    into   senile  decide; 

Three  others  died  of  exhaustion  from  acute  mania,  one  of  them 
living  bnf  four  days  after  admission,  and  the  two  others  hut  seven 
and  twelve  days  respectively.  Two  patients  who  died  o\'  maras- 
mus, or  gradual  decline,  had  long  been  insane,  and  one  of  them 
had  been    more   than    twenty-two   years  in    this   Institution. 

Three  patients  died  directly  or  indirectly  from  suicidal  attempts. 
One  of  these  had  been  a  resident  here  for  three  years.  Her  mind 
was  ever  agonized  by  apprehensions  of  possible  calamity  to  her 
family,  and.  soon  after  hearing  of  the  death  of  a  sister,  she 
her  own  by  suspension.  Another  woman,  who.  in  a  resideno 
four  months,  had  given  no  indication  of  such  a  purpose  or  thought, 
employed  a  similar  mode  of  accomplishing  a  purpose,  which  we 
can  account  for  only  by  her  occasional  remark  that  she  was  ■•un- 
worthy,'" and   thai    everything  was  "  _  iod   for  her.*' 

A  man  who  had  made  a  suicidal  attempt  some  months  bef< 
his  entrance  into  the  A.sylum  was,  for  that  reason,  placed  under 
special  surveillance  at  night.  At  the  urgent  request  of  his  wile 
and  father,  he  was,  after  a  while,  allowed  to  share  the  room  of 
another  patient,  and  took  an  early  Opportunity  to  terminate  his 
imaginary  troubles  by  strangulation, 
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The  vacancy  in  the  medical  staff  of  the  Asylum,  caused  by  the 
decease  of  Dr.  Edward  E.  Porter,  in  October,  1872,  lias  been 
tilled  by  the  appointment  of  William  II.  McDonald,  M.D.,  late 
Assistant  Surgeon  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  and  formerly  Assistant  Phy- 
sician in  the  New  York  City  Insane  Asylum.  Dr.  McDonald's 
experience  and  disposition  equally  adapt  him  to  the  peculiar  re- 
quirements of  his  present  position. 

The  history  of  the  Institution  during  the  year  just  closed,  pre- 
sents no  instance  of  interruption  of  its  efforts  to  accomplish  its 
benevolent  purposes  by  any  of  those  annoyances  to  which  institu- 
tions for  the  insane  are  peculiarly  liable,  and  which  we  had 
occasion  to  deplore  last  year.  The  general  health  of  the  patients 
has  been  remarkably  good,  and  the  number  of  deaths  unusually 
small. 

There  have,  however,  been  fewer  patients  who  were  well  enough 
to  engage  active!}7  in  intellectual  or  industrial  pursuits,  and  the 
comparative  lacl*  of  animation  and  occupation,  as  contrasted  with 
some  former  years,  has  been  conspicuous.  By  the  kindness  of  sev- 
eral friends,  however,  we  have  been  able  to  substitute  diversion  for 
work  in  some  degree.  Miss  Adelaide  Phillips  and  other  ladies 
have  favored  us  with  musical  entertainments,  and  Messrs.  Samuel 
E.  Jelliffe,  James  S.  Page,  and  George  W.  Brown  with  readings, 
recitations,  and  exhibitions  of  natural  magic  and  scientific  experi- 
ment, which  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  our  household.  A  consider- 
able number  of  patients,  both  ladies  and  gentlemen,  have  attended 
public  concerts  and  exhibitions  at  Harlem,  and  a  smaller  number 
go  occasionally  to  the  city  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  general  improvement  of  the  department  fur  men,  which 
was  commenced  last  year,  was  continued  during  the  present  year, 
until  all  the  wards  were  renovated  by  new  flooring,  locks,  painting. 
and  other  repairs.  The  result  is  a  most  gratifying  amendment, 
which   has  met  the  approval  of  all   interested   in    the   Institution. 

The  grounds  north  and  cast  of  the  Asylum,  including  the  tine 
grove,  have  been  surrounded  with  a  tight  fence,  of  sufficienl  height 
to  screen  the  patients  from  public  observation  when  walking  out. 
This   will  enable  a    much  larger  number  to  take  outdoor  exercise 
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than  has  been  practicable  since  the  progress  of  public  improvement 
around  us  has  exposed  our   premises  so  much  mure  than  formerly. 

A  sanitary  improvement,  long  desired  bj 
of  the  Board,  is  now,  for  the  first,  prospectively  practicable.  A 
public  sewer  is  now  in  process  of  construction  under  the  sidewalk 
of  the  Boulevard,  on  which  the  Asylnm  grounds  abut.  When 
this  sewer  shall  reach  the  Asylum  property,  which  will  probably 
be  during  the  next  spring,  the  drainage  of  the  Asylnm  buildings 
can  be  perfected  by  connecting  it  with  such  sewer.  This  will 
remedy  all  our  present  inconveniences  from  drainage,  and.  at  the 
same  time,  the  grievances  of  neighbors,  who  have  complained  of 
its  annoyance  to  themselves.

Annexed  to  this  Reporl  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts, showing  the  several  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements  ol 
the  Hospital  and  Asylum  for  the  year  L874  (see  page  21). 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition. 

The  Library  contains  9,645  volumes,  330  of  which  have  been 
added  during  the  pasi  year. 

Until  October  last,  the  use  of  the  Hospital  Library  had  been  con- 
fined to  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  on  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  and 
annual  subscribers,  and  the  Library  was  open  for  consultation  and  the 
delivery  of  books  only  a  few  hours  daily.  Since  its  removal  to  the 
spacious  rooms  in  the  Hospital  building  on  Sixteenth  Street,  it  has 
been  made  free  to  all  for  purposes  of  consultation,  and  the  hours  "t 
admission   have   been  increased.  80  thai   it  is  open  daily  li'oin  In  a.m.  to 


10  p.m.,  with  two  brief  intermissions.  For  the  extent  of  its  collection 
the  Hospital  Library  is  second  only  to  the  Library  of  the  Surgeon- 
General's  Office.  Washington,  and  that  of  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  and  at  its  present  rate  of  increase  it  must  soon  become 
the  most  valuable  repository  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Literature  on 
tills  Continent.  Except  in  very  exceptional  cases,  the  books  are 
not  allowed  to  be  taken  from  the  Library  rooms,  as  the  opportunity 
and  conveniences  for  consultation  at  the  Library  are  of  such  a  character 
as  to  render  the  withdrawal  of  the  books  for  private  use  unnecessary. 

The  Pathological  Cabinet  has  also  been  arranged  in  the  apart- 
ments assigned  to  it  contiguous  to  the  Library,  and,  by  the  aid  of  the 
liberal  endowment  of  Mr.  Robert  Ray,  its  facilities  for  the  advance- 
ment of  pathological  science  will  tend  to  make  it  an  authority  of  great 
value.

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomiugdale  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  on  the  1st  day  of  January.  1874,  was  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year  one  hundred  and 
ten  ;  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  patients  during 
the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four 
were  males  and  one  hundred  and   sixty-five  females.

*  fed]  justified  in  stating  that  its  condition  and  administration  are  most 

satisfactory. 

Jii  anticipation  of  the  time  when  the  financial  condition  of  this  so- 
ciety would  enahle  it  to  make  suitable  provision  for  tin  resumption 
of  hospital  operations,  a  special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
was  appointed  in  1872  to  report  upon  a  site  for  hospital  buildings, 
and  the  general  principles  which  should  control  the  Board  in  its  selection 
and  in  the  construction  of  the  necessary  buildings.  The  report  of  the 
committee  was  presented  to  the  Board  in  February  la6t,  and  its  con- 
clusions received  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Governors.  The 
recommendations  of  the  committee  were  based  upon  these  facts,  viz.: 

1.  That  additional  large  general  hospitals  are  not  at  present  re- 
quired in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  accommodations  of  such  existing 
institutions,  with  the  exception  of  Bellevne,  being  largely  in  excess  of 
their  use  by  the  sick  poor;  and  that  the  failure  of  this  class  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  superior  privileges  of  these  institutions  arises  from  the  ina- 
bility of  the  poor  to  pay  the  very  moderate  hospital  charges  for  their 
treatment  and  support  while  patients,  and  the  insufficiency  of  means  of 
the  hospitals  to  support  more  than  a  very  limited  number  of  free 
patient-. 

2.  That  the  concurrent  testimony  of  all  conversant  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  city  south  of  Twenty-third  Street  establishes  the  fact 
that  there  is  pressing  need  in  that  locality  of  hospital  accommodations 
for  the  immediate  reliel  of  sufferers  from  accident  and  sudden,  acute 
sickness. 

3.  That  small  hospitals,  with  twelve  beds  each,  a  resident  physician 
and  surgeon,  two  nurses  and  the  necessary  subordinates,  established 
at  proper  distances,  could  be  conducted  at  a  comparatively  small  ex- 
pense, relieving  all  applicants  from  a  prescribed  locality,  and,  if  need 
lie,  accommodating  such  as  could  not  be  immediately  moved,  until  able, 
without  risk,  to  be  transferred  toa  general  hospital. 

4.  That  tl i i>  society  is  now  in  a  position  to  inaugurate  such  a  sys- 
tem of  hospital  treatment,  and  that  no  more  economical  and  beneficial 
application  of  its  land.-  can  be  made  at  the  present  time. 

5.  That  a  central  establishment,  having  also  accommodation  for  the 
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executive  officers  of  the  society,  the  hospital  library,  pathological 
cabinet,  and  for  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  is  essential  to 
the  prosecution  of  the  system  of  relief  indicated. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  report,  the  society 
purchased  property  on  the  south  side  of  West  Sixteenth  Street,  near 
the  Fifth  Avenue,  comprising  five  lots  on  Sixteenth  Street,  each 
25x100,  and  three  lots  in  the  rear  on  Fifteenth  Street,  each  of  the 
same  dimensions.  On  the  Sixteenth  Street  lots  is  a  substantial  build- 
ing of  brick  and  stone,  with  ample  room  for  the  library,  pathological 
cabinet,  and  executive  officers  of  the  society.  Since  possession  of  the 
premises  was  taken  on  the  1st  of  May  last,  additional  lots  on  Fifteenth 
Street,  adjoining  those  previously  bought,  have  been  purchased,  and 
plans  of  a  hospital  building  on  the  Fifteenth  Street  land  are  now 
under  consideration.  It  is  the  present  purpose  of  the  Board  to  com- 
mence the  erection  of  this  building  as  early  in  the  coming  spring  as  is 
practicable  for  building  operations.  The  establishment  of  additional 
hospitals  on  a  smaller  scale  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  city  will  be  ac- 
complished as  rapidly  as  the  funds  of  the  society  will  justify  the 
necessary  expenditure  for  that  purpose. 

The  cost  of  the  land  on  Sixteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets  and  the 
requisite  buildings  will  be  about  as  follows,  viz: 

Original  purchase  of  lots  on  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth 

Streets, $200,000 

Additional  lots  on  Fifteenth  Street,  since  purchased,  115,000 
Estimated  cost  of  Hospital  buildings  complete,  in- 
cluding furniture, 435,000 


Total  estimated  cost $750,000 

The  society  will  not  be  in  a  pecuniary  condition  to  meet  this  large 
expenditure  without  borrowing  upon  a  mortgage  of  its  real  estate 
nearly  if  not  the  whole  of  the  sum  required;  but  it  is  expected  that, 
by  the  aid  of  a  portion  of  its  annual  income  and  economical  adminis- 
tration, it  will  be  able  in  a  few  years  to  pay  the  indebtedness  thus  in- 
clined. 

The  Board  would  again  respectfully  refer  to  the  subject  of  taxa- 
tion.    In  their  last  annual  report  to  your  honorable  body  the  circum- 
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stances  connected  with  the  revival  of  taxation  by  a  clause  in  the  tax- 
levy  bill  for  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  in  1869,  after  a  period 
of  exemption  for  forty-seven  years  under  the  provisions  of  a  law  enact- 
ed in  1822,  were  fully  set  forth,  and  the  reasons  why  the  property  of 
the  society  exclusively  used  for  hospital  purposes,  and  from  which  no 
income  was  derived,  should  he  declared  to  be  hereafter  exempt  from 
taxation,  were  presented  at  length.  Subsequently  the  memorial  of 
this  society,  asking  for  exemption  to  this  extent,  was  laid  before  the 
Legislature;  and  after  investigation, and  without  hesitation,  a  law  was 
passed  exempting  from  taxation  the  property  of  the  society  liso  long  as 
the  same  sh  <il  I  In  used  exclusivel/y  for  the  purposes  for  which  said  so- 
ciety was  chartered"  This  bill  was  vetoed  by  the  governor,  who  had 
been  advised  by  the  Controller  of  the  City  oi  New  York  that,  if  the 
bill  became  a  law,  the  real  estate  of  the  hospital  leased  out  to  tenants 
upon  ground-rent  would  thereby  be  exempl  from  taxation.  M< 
Charles  O' Con  or  and  William  M.  Evarts,  having  Keen  consulted  by  this 
society,  most  emphatically  controverted  this  interpretation;  but  before 
their  written  opinions  could  be  presented  to  the  governor,  the  bill, 
with  the  governor's  objection  endorsed  thereon,  had  Keen  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  discretionary  power  of  the 
governor  was  exhausted. 

Application  for  a  modification  of  the  law  of  1869  will  be  made  to 
your  honorable  body  by  this  Society,  with  the  confident  expectation 
that  their  petition  will  be  granted,  and  that,  while  all  other  similar 
institutions  in  the  city  of  New  York  are  exempt  from  taxation,  the 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  distinguished  forits  long  and  faith- 
ful services  to  the  sick  and  disabled,  will  not  be  permitted  to  remain 
the  sole  exception.

Two  deaths  were  caused  by  apoplexy,  and  one  by  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing diseases,  namely,  epilepsy,  disease  of  the  heart,  chronic  bron 
chitis,  and  chronic  rheumatism. 
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Though  the  number  of  patients  reported  as  having  "  recovered  " 
is  not  larger  than  the  "unimproved,"  and  only  half  as  large  as  that  of 
those  who  had  "  improved, "  such  statistical  classification  is  at  best  ap- 
proximate, and  may  very  possibly  be  less  creditable  to  an  institution 
than  one  made  at  a  later  period.  It  is  often  impossible  to  determine, 
at  the  time  of  departure  from  the  hospital,  whether  or  not  the  patient 
has  regained  his  natural  quality  and  strength  of  mind  ;  and  while 
doubt  exists  he  cannot  be  regarded,  and  should  not  be  recorded,  as 
"  recovered." 

These  cases  are  so  frequent  that  the  statistics  of  many  hospitals 
would  be  greatly  and  favorably  modified,  could  the  subsequent  reco- 
veries of  "  improved  "  patients  be  appended  to  the  record. 

Furthermore,  if  the  decision  as  to  the  mental  condition  of  a  dis- 
charged patient  rest  with  a  single  mind — that  of  the  medical  superin- 
tendent— rather  than  a  comparison  of  views  of  himself  and  his  medical 
associates,  the  record  of  yearly  results  of  treatment  will  be  more  or 
less  the  reflex  of  a  mental  temperament  which  may  be  unduly  swayed 
either  by  a  natural  hopefulness  or  an  equally  natural  cautiousness  of 
character.  There  can  be  little  doubt  at  this  time  that  the  innate 
traits  of  mind  and  heart  which  made  the  earlier  race  of  hospital 
superintendents  such  zealous  and  successful  workers  in  a  new  region 
of  beneficence,  led  them  also  to  form  and  express  more  encouraging 
opinions  as  to  the  curability  of  insanity  than  are  justified  by  later 
experience  on  a  broader  scale. 

Fortunately,  after  making  considerable  allowance  .for  enthusiasm, 
and  possibly,  also,  for  a  sagacious  shrewdness  which  perceived  the 
necessity  for  stirring  public  interest  in  a  cause  likely  to  languish  unless 
"hope  told  a  flattering  tale,"  there  is  such  positive  and  obvious  good 
effected  by  hospitals  for  the  insane  as  to  call  for  their  increase  in 
number,  or  the  enlargement  of  those  which  must  receive  the  indigent 
insane  of  every  State  or  large  city. 

In  the  general  construction  of  these  buildings  the  prevailing  ten- 
dency, during  recent  years,  has  been  to  raise  the  standard  of  excellence, 
both  of  accommodation  and  workmanship ;  and,  consequently,  the 
proportion  of  patients  of  the  more  intelligent  and  prosperous  classes 
increases  annually  in  such  institutions.     This  is  a  natural  and  gratify- 
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ing  result  of  a  recognition  of  the  claims  of  the  whoL  people  of  any 
community  upon  the  consideration  of  municipal  or  State  authorities. 
Suitable  provision  for  those  of  the  insane  who  have,  when  in  health. 
Keen  accustomed  to  the  comforts  of  a  medium-class  American  home,  is 
necessarily  very  costly,  and  there  is  wvy  little  probability  that  private 
benevolence  will  supply  the.  means  to  create  or  endow  institutions 
suited  to  their  wants.  Public  benefactors  appear  to  be  actuated  by  a 
common  desire  to  benefit  the  largest  jh >->i l>le  number  of  individuals 
by  their  charitable  bequests,  and  a  legacy  which  would  he  at  once 
libera]  and  widely  beneficial,  if  made  to  a  college,  infirmary,  or 
orphans1  home,  would  he  inconsiderable  as  a  provision  for  the  insane, 
unless  of  exceptional  munificence  or  supplemented  by  other  contri- 
butions, 

For  these  and  other  reasons  I  deem  the  objections   recently  raised 
by  persons  of  prominence  in  public  position  toward  the  more  advanced 
views  respecting  State  and  city  provision   tor  the  insane,  as  n< 
erroneous  in   principle  than  unjust  to  the  unfortunate  wards  of  the 
public. 

The  few  institutions  in  the  country  corresponding  to  the  l'.l ning- 

dale  Asylum  are  taxed  to  the  utmost  extent  of  their  resources  by  the 
appeals  of  patients  of  culture  am!  refinement,  whose  pecuniary  means 
are  insufficient  to  meet  the  average  cost  of  their  support  when  insane. 

If  the  reasonable  requirements  for  restoration  and  personal  comfort 
of  this  class  of  patients  cannot  be  adequately  met  by  their  own  means 
because  affliction  lias  cut  off  their  SOIU'CCS  of  maintenance,  and  if  the 
deficiency  cannot  he  supplied  by  private  generosity,  each  State  or 
I  iinr  city  should  provide  g 1  buildings,  goo  1  food,  and  g 1  attend- 
ance, suitable  tor  the  c fort   and  best  welfare  of  persons  occupying 

an  average  social  station  when  in  health. 

1  am  led  to  make  the  above  remark-  because  a  recent  deter- 
mination of  the  city  authorities  to  enforce  a  uniform  and  rigidly 
simple  regimen  in  the  city  asylum  has  caused  many  application.-  for 
the  admission  into  our  Asylum  of  chronic  patients  who  have  been 
for  some  time  in  one  or  other  of  the  municipal  institutions. 

The  limited  capacity  of  these  buildings  would   necessarily  forbid 
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the  reception  of  many  such  cases;  but  the  wise  policy  of  government 
which  lias  so  long  prevailed  here  also  forbids  it. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  from  its  moderate  extent,  and  also  from 
its  lack  of  any  fund  for  the  support  of  indigent  chronic-  patients,  must 
continue,  as  heretofore,  to  be  mainly  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
recent  cases  of  insanity,  rather  than  a  refuge  and  home  for  chronic  and 
incurable  cases  of  that  malady. 

The  comparatively  large  average  cost  of  care  and  treatment  can 
neither  be  long  met  by  many  families  yearly  represented  here,  nor  by 
an  institution  without  endowment  ;  and  when  it  is  stated  that  the 
Asylum  already  supplements  a  positive  deficiency  of  payment  in  a 
very  considerable  proportion  of  cases  received,  I  think  its  right  to  It 
regarded  as  a  conspicuously  charitable  institution  is  fully  established. 

The  improvements  in  the  Asylum  buildings,  which  had  been  in 
progress  tor  two  previous  years,  were  continued  during  the  past  year, 
and  were  appropriately  crowned  by  the  substitution  of  an  excellent 
metallic  root'  in  place  of  the  original  shingles  which  had  done  service 
tor  titty  years,  and.  more,  on  the  main  building. 

The  drainage  of  the  buildings,  anticipated  in  the  last  annual  report 
as  a  most  desirable  sanitary  improvement,  has  been  attained  by  a 
connection  with  tiie  city  sewer  below  the  Boulevard  sidewalk. 

The  grading  of  the  Tenth  Avenue  by  the  city  authorities,  on  the 
easterly  line  of  the  Asylum  property,  and  adjoining  the  exercising- 
grounds  of  our  lady  patients,  required  continuous  Masting  of  rock  for 
many  month-,  and  is  not  yet  completed.  The  blasting  has  been  a 
source  of  solicitude  during  the  season  for  out-door  exercise ;  hut  the 
judicious  and  friendly  precautions  of  the  engineer  and  foreman  in 
charge  of  the  work  has  obviated  accident  to  any  patient  or  employee 
of  the  Asylum.  During  the  next  spring  it  will  hi'  desirable  to  enclose 
our  premises  on  the  line  of  the  Tenth  Avenue  with  a  substantial 
fence,  and  thus  secure  complete  protection  and  privacy  of  the  grounds 
appropriated  to  female  patients.

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Annexed  to*this  Report  is  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  the  several  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
of   rhe  Hospital   and  Asylum  for  the  year  1875  (see  page  19). 

The  Hospital  Library  and  Pathological  Cabinet  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition. 

Tiie  Library  contains  10,000  volumes,  356  of  which  have  been 
added  during  the  i>ast  year.  It  is  free  to  all  for  purposes  of 
consultation,  and  the  increasing  number  of  those  availing  them- 
selves of  this  privilege  affords  gratifying  proof  that  the  liberal 
policy  of  the  Hospital  in  respect  of  the  use  of  the  Library  is 
appreciated. 

The  Pathological  Cabinet  has  been  visited  during  the  year  by 
a  large  number  of  the  medical  profession. 

The  Board  record  with  sorrow  the  death" of  Ernst  Kraekowizer, 
M.D.,  on  the  21st  of  September  last,  at  the  time  of  his  decease  one 
of  the  Attending  Surgeons  of  the  Hospital.  He  was  justly  dis- 
tinguished for  his  professional  culture  and  skill  and  for  his  per- 
sonal virtues. 

BLOOMINGDALE     ASYLUM. 

The  number  of  insane  patients  in  the  Bloomingdale  Asylum 
for  the  Insane  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1875,  was  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five,  and  there  have  been  admitted  during  the  year 
one  hundred  and  twelve;  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  patients  during  the  past  year. 

Of  the  number  under  treatment  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  were  males  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  females.

Annexed  are  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Physician  in  Chief  of 
the  Asylum,  and  statements  showing  the  general  disbursements 
of  the  Asylum  for  the  current  year  ending  December  31,  1875,  and 
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a  statistical  history  of  the  Asylum  since  it  was  established.  (See 
pages  14, 18,  16  and  1.7.  i  The  Report  presents  a  brief  statement  of 
the  operations  of  the  institution  during  the  past  year ;  and  the 
Board  feel  justified  in  stating  that  its  condition  and  administra- 
tion are  most  satisfactory. 

In  their  last  Annual  Report  to  the  Legislature  the  Board  of 
Governors  referred  to  the  purchase  of  land  on  the  south  side  of 
West  Sixteenth  Street,  near  the  Fifth  Avenue,  and  on  West  Fif- 
teenth Street  immediately  in  the  rear  of  the  Sixteenth  Street 
premises,  and  to  the  arrangements  then  being  made  to  commence 
the  erection  of  a  hospital  building  on  the  Fifteenth  Streel  land  at 
an  early  date,  [fc  was  subsequently  deemed  expedient  to  add  to 
the  original  purchase  on  Fifteenth  Street  by  securing  four 
additional  lots,  by  which  acquisition  the  frontage  on  the  street 
was  increased  from  seventy-five  t<>  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet.  In  the  month  of  May  last  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
building  was  commenced,  and  the  work  has  rapidly  progressed. 
It  is  expected  that  the  building  will  be  completed,  furnished,  and 
ready  for  occupation  on  the  4th  of  July  next.  No  efforts  have 
been  spared  to  render  this  building  in  all  respects  consistent  in  its 
construction  and  internal  arrangements  with  the  most  advanced 
principles  of  hospital  architecture.  To  meet  the  cost  of  the 
building  in  excess  of  the  annual  income  of  the  Society  applicable 
thereto,  the  bonds  of  the  Hospital  have  been  issued  to  the  extent 
of  $230,000,  pursuant  to  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
limiting  the  whole  amount  to  be  so  issued  to  $400,000,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  extinguishment  of  the  whole  indebtedness  thus 
created  in  the  year  1890. 

The  failure  of  I  he  ( loinraissioners  of  Charities  and  Correction  to 
provide  a  substitute  for  the  "Accidenl  Hospital"  on  t  he  City  Hall 
Park  after  it  had  been  condemned  as  an  unsafe  building  bj  com 
petenl  authority,  and  no  preparation  having  been  made  by  the 
municipal  authorities  or  otherwise  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city  of 
New  York  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  cases  of  accident  or  sudden 
and  acute  illness  occurring  in  that  locality,  the  Board  of  Gover 
nors  of  this  Society,  in  accordance  with  their  policy  to  establish 
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small  hospitals  or  •"Houses  of  Relief,"  as  indicated  in  their  last 
Annual  Report  to  your  honorable  body,  felt  constrained  to  supply 
the  deficiency  resulting  from  Hie  suspension  of  the  Park  Hospital. 
Fortunately,  the  enactment  by  the  Legislature  of  1875  of  a  law 
exempting  this  Society  from  taxation  on  its  land  used  for  hos- 
pital purposes  enabled  it  to  undertake  this  unexpected  work  at  a 
time  when  all  its  income  was  required  for  the  erection  of  the 
hospital  building  on  Fifteenth  Street.  There  seemed  to  be  no 
likelihood  of  any  organized  system  of  relief  for  the  large  class  of 
sufferers  for  whose  immediate  physical  wants  the  Park  Hospital 
had  been  established  unless  this  Society  assumed  the  duty,  and 
it  did  so  promptly,  liberally,  and  effectually.  As  soon  as  the 
exigency  of  this  class  of  the  community  became  known  to 
this  Board  immediate  measures  were  adopted  to  make  suitable 
provision  for  their  need.  A  police  station-house,  then  lately 
vacated  by  the  Police  Commissioners,  No.  160  Chambers 
Street,  upon  application,  was  placed  in  the  possession  of 
this  Society  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
to  be  used  for  the  gratuitous  treatment  of  cases  resulting  from 
accident  or  acute  and  sudden  illness.  Possession  was  taken 
on  the  1st  day  of  July,  and  on  the  5th  of  July — the  4th  beinu; 
Sunday— the  House  was  in  order  for  the  reception  of  cases,  with 
the  requisite  professional  staff  and  administrative  force.  Much 
remained  to  be  done  to  render  the  premises  convenient  for  its  new 
use,  and  extensive  alterations  were  required  and  perfected  at  a 
cost  of  upwards  of  £J4.noo.  Hot-water  pij>es  have  been  ex- 
tended from  the  basement  to  the  fifth  story.  An  elevator  has 
been  introduced  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  and  heavy  articles 
to  the  top  of  the  building.  The  kitchen  is  constructed  on  the 
uppermost  floor,  so  that  no  fumes  from  the  cooking  apparatus  ever 
reach  the  wards.  Various  other  alterations  and  appliances  have 
been  made  to  render  the  House  well  ventilated,  drained,  ami 
heated.  The  building  is  of  brick,  with  the  staircase  in  the  central 
portion,  running  from  the  basement  to  the  top  of  the  house.  The 
wards  are  situated  on  the  second,  third,  fourth,  and  part  of  the 
front  of  the  fifth  floor.  In  each  of  the  full-sized  wards  are  six 
beds,  and  there  is  room  for  several   more  without  crowding.     In 
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cast'-  of  emergency  the  wards  would  comfortably  accommodate  26 
patients.  The  House  staff  consists  of  a  "  Resident  Bouse  Physician 
and  Surgeon"  and  two  residenl  assistants.  Medical  and  surgical 
treatment  is  dispensed  to  out-door  patients  whenever  they  apply. 
The  services  rendered  by  the  Bouse  are  gratuitous.  There  is 
direct  telegraphic  communication  between  the  Bouse  and  the 
Fifth  Precinct  police  station-house,  which  has  direct  communica- 
tion with  the  other  police  stations.  Upon  receipt  of  notice  l>\ 
telegraph  or  otherwise,  the  ambulance  connected  with  tin-  Bouse 
is  sent  for  the  patient.  The  House  is  under  the  charge  of  a  com- 
mittee of  six  of  the  Governors,  two  of  whom  \i>it  and  carefully 
inspect  the  institution  in  all  its  departments  daily. 

Annexed  to  this  reporl  is  a  statement  showing  the  number  of 
resident  patients  and  out-door  patients  treated  at  the  Bouse  from 
July  5  to  January  1  last,  and  the  nature  of  their  injuries  and 
diseases.

A  careful  estimate  of  the  probable  yearly  cost  of  sustaining 
the  House  shows  a  probable  annual  expenditure  of  $15,000. 

The  results  of  the  House  service  thus  far  are  o\'  the  most 
satisfactory  character  as  regards  the  number  of  case-  treated  and 
the  results  of  treatment.  They  fully  justify  the  humane  action 
of  the  Board  in  the  prompt  establishment  of  this  "Bouse  of 
Relief,"  and  clearly  indicate  the  existing  necessity  of  Mich  an 
institution  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  city.  To  render  il  more 
effectual  in  relieving  the  suffering  of  those  stricken  down4by 
accident  or  sudden  sickness  will  he  the  con-taut  effort  of  this 
Board.

Of  the  deaths,  eight  occurred  from  the  exhaustion  incidental 
to  acute  maniacal  excitement,  and  all  look  place  within  fifteen 
days  of  the  patients'  entrance  into  the  Asylum. 

Two  deaths  were  caused  by  each  uf  the  following-named  dis- 
eases: paresis,  or  "softening  of  the  brain,"  apoplexy,  pulmonary 
consumption,  disease  of  the  heart, -and  marasmus.  One  death  was 
attributable  to  each  of  the  following  causes :  cancer,  pneumonia, 
meningitis,  syncope  in  an  aged  woman,  and  leucocythemia,  or 
impoverishment  of  the  blood. 
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The  general  health  of  our  household  has  been  remarkably 
good  throughout  the  year,  and  no  distressing  accident  or  other 
specially  disagreeable  incident  lias  interrupted  the  prevailing 
good  order  of  its  daily  routine. 

The  number  of  patients  has  been  too  large  for  their  most 
satisfactory  accommodation,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  the 
State  Hospital  at  Poughkeepsie  may  be  enlarged  so  as  to  receive 
a  proportion  of  those  who  now  seek  admission  here. 

During  the  last  autumn  a  large  and  handsome  conservatory 
was  erected  near  the  Asylum  buildings,  and  has  afforded  a  most 
agreeable  resort  for  patients  by  its  varied  attractions,  an  aviary 
and  an  aquarium  being  combined  with  the  plant-houses. 

An  improvement  in  the  water-supply  of  the  institution, 
effected  during  the  year,  is  worthy  of  note.  By  connecting  the 
water  system  of  the  house  with  the  city  main  from  the  high- 
service  reservoir  at  High  Bridge,  the  pressure  from  gravity  proves 
adequate  for  our  wants,  without  the  necessity  of  pumping  as 
heretofore,  and  the  quality  of  water  is  better,  because  of  previous 
filtering  m  the  reservoir. 

Hoping  that  the  usefulness  of  your  institution  has  been  fully 
maintained  since  the  last  report,  and  that,  with  its  increasing  and 
now  venerable  age.  it  may  betray  no  evidence  of  internal  deca- 
dence, this  brief  statement  of  another  twelvemonth  is  very

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all  sources 
and  on  all  accounts,  as  also  particular  statements  of  the  items  of 
disbursement  for  the  Hospital,  Blcomingdale  Asylum,  and  House 
of  Relief. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  on  the  New  Hospital  Build- 
ing in  West  Fifteenth  Street  has  steadily  progressed,  though 
its  completion  lias  been  somewhat  delayed  beyond  the  time 
named  as  probable  in  the  last  Report. 

This  has  been  due  to  the  determination  of  the  Governors  to 
introduce  all  the  improvements  suggested  by  the  latest  and  most 
enlightened  experience  in  hospital  construction  and  organization, 
and  rather  to  submit  to  some  postponement  than  to  open  the 
Hospital  until  everything  should  be  in  readiness  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  most  efficient  service. 

Little  now  remains  to  be  done,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
building  will  be  formally  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients 
during  the  month  of  March.  Two  stories  have  been  added  during 
the  year  to  the  Administration  Building,  in  Sixteenth  Street, 
enabling  the  Hospital  to  provide  much-desired  accommodations 
for  a  number  of  private  patients  and  a  large  recreation  room  for 
convalescents.  A  detailed  description  of  the  new  building  and 
improvements  will  be  published  as  soon  as  practicable  after  their 
completion. 

The  Library  has  been  largely  increased,  and  freely  patronized 
by  the  profession  of  this  city.  :is  well  as  of  other  places.  It 
now  contains  upwards  of  10,000  volumes,  of  which  416,  including 
several  complete  and  valuable  series  of  French  and  German 
periodicals,  and  a  large  number  of  recent  publications  on  Medi- 
cal and  Surgical  subjects,  have  been  added  during  the  year. 
forming  together  a  collection  of  works  which  is  highly  prized  by 
the  student  and  the  practitioner. 

The  Pathological  Cabinet  is  steadily  increasing  in  value  and 
usefulness.  This  collection,  now  so  rich  in  valuable  preparations, 
consisting  of  nearly  1,500  carefully  classified  specimens  of  morbid 
anatomy,  models,  drawings,  etc..  is  displayed  in  the'best  possi- 
ble manner  in  well  lighted  and  convenienl  apartments  affording 
unusual  facilities  for  examination  and  study.  The  growing  inter- 
est manifested  in  this  department  is  evinced  by  the  increasing 
number  of  professional   visitors  who  seek  access  to  it.     With  the 


view  of  promoting  the  advancement  and  diffusion  of  pathological 
knowledge,  there  has  been  fitted  up  an  admirably-lighted  and 
commodious  autopsy  and  lecture-room  with  laboratories  for 
investigation,  an*l  with  ample  facilities  for  microscopic  and 
photographic   work. 

The  Bloomingdale  Asylum,  under  the  management  of  the 
Governors,  has  continued  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  the  Insane 
witii  results  not  materially  varying  from  rims,-  of  late  previous 
\ '  ars. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Resident  Physician  is  annexed,  and 
contains  the  statistics  of  admissions  and  discharges  with  results 
of  treatment. 

Some  improvements  in  the  buildings  and  grounds  have  been 
made,  as  suggested  byexperience,  for  the  better  amusement  and 
occupation  of  the  inmates. 

The  House  of  Relief  at  No.  160  Chambers  Street,  which  was 
opened  in  July.  is?.""),  under  circumstances  fully  detailed  in  the 
Report  For  that  year,  has  continued  actively  to  perform  the 
service  contemplated.  Five  hundred  and  six  patients,  largely 
acute  surgical  cases,  have  been  treated  in  the  wards,  and  live 
thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-five,  also  mostly  surgical,  in  the 
pensary,  all  services  in  both  departments  being  gratuitous. 
Carefully  collated  tables  of  the  diseases  and  results  of  treatment, 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  House  Surgeon,  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix.  Telegraphic  communication  has  been  established 
svith  the  nine  nearest  Police  Precincts,  and  all  calls  are  promptly 
ponded  to  l>y  the  ambulance,  which  is  kepi  inconstant  readi- 
ue$  .  Tic-  territory  thus  covered  is  substantially  the  whole  lower 
portion  of  the  city.  The  time  occupied  in  reaching  the  place  of 
call  has  been  carefully  kept,  and  is  accurately  stated  in  the 
annexed    shiti-lies. 

The  demands  upon  the  House  of  Relief  are  suclrthat.  in  order 

to  retain  vacant    beds,  for  cases  ,>!'  emergency,  patients  who  can  be 

■iv    removed    are    transferred    to   other    Hospitals,    and    three 

hun  Med  and  six  have  thus  been  sent  t<»  the  Roosevelt,  St.  Luke's, 

German,  Presbyterian,  and  notably  Bellevue,  during  the  year.

Of  the  deaths,  six  followed  severe  attacks  of  acute  mania, 
and  in  a  majority  of  the  cases  the  patient  died  within  a  short 
time  after  admission.

One  death  was  attributable  to  each  of 
the  Eollowing  causes:  apoplexy,  convulsions,  pneumonia,  peri 
tonitis,  and  self  si  rangulal  ion.

Doctor  Burrell'  s  resigna- 
tion was  induced  by  his  appointment  to  the  Superintendency  of 
"Brigham  Hall,"  a  very  favorably-known  private  institution  for 
the  insane  at  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.,  and  his  selection  for  this  more 
responsible  and  remunerative  position  was  a  well-merited  result 
of  several  years  of  most  intelligent,  diligent,  and  useful  pro 
Eessional  service  at  Bloomingdale. 

No  other  important  incident  of  the  year  need  be  here  referred 
to, 'unless  it  be  the  investigation  by  the  State  Commissioner  in 
Lunacy  of  a  complaint  against  an  attendant  of  the  Institution, 
made  by  a  former  patient.  An  accurate  transcript  of  a  complete 
stenographic  report  of  the  investigation,  and  the  published 
"Opinion  of  the  Commissioner,"  are  already  in  the  possession 
of  your  Board.
